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The  Principal's  Report 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  University  at  Kingston 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  on  the  affairs  and  activities  of  the 
University  for  the  year  1953-4. 

Shortly  after  the  academic  session  had  closed,  word  was  received 
of  the  death,  at  his  home  near  Cannes,  France,  on  30  May  of 
Rev.  Dr  R.  Bruce  Taylor,  Principal  of  the  University  from  1917 
to  1930.  There  are  many  who  do  not  recall  or  who  have  forgotten 
the  serious  and  difficult  problems  which  Queen’s  University  sur¬ 
mounted  under  the  leadership  of  Principal  Taylor.  Age,  war  and 
financial  limitations  had  seriously  depleted  the  staff  when  he 
came  into  office.  Government  grants  were  unsettled,  endowment 
was  inadequate,  buildings  allowed  little  space  for  scholarship  or 
amenities.  Only  the  generosity  of  Chancellor  James  Douglas  made 
it  possible  to  carry  on. 

Under  Principal  Taylor’s  regime,  many  of  the  present  senior 
staff  were  appointed,  the  Ontario  Government  grant  became  a 
regular  revenue,  the  endowment  was  increased,  the  General  Hos¬ 
pital  was  enlarged,  full-time  clinical  posts  in  Medicine  and  Surgery 
were  established,  the  Douglas  Library,  Ban  Righ  Hall,  and  the 
Central  Heating  Plant  were  built.  The  Harty  Arena,  the  Richardson 
Stadium,  and  the  first  Students’  Union  added  to  the  amenities  of 
the  University.  Encouragement  was  given  to  graduate  and  scholarly 
work. 

In  all  this  progress,  Principal  Taylor’s  fervour,  eloquence  and 
enthusiasm  played  a  large  part.  He  was  indefatigable  in  repre¬ 
senting  the  University  in  all  parts  of  the  continent.  His  wide 
reading,  his  wit  and  his  charming  friendliness  won  support  for 
the  University  and  stimulated  his  colleagues.  Queen’s  University 
owes  much  to  the  talents  which  he  used  so  willingly  in  her  cause. 

During  the  session  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  deprived,  by 
death  or  resignation,  of  the  services  of  a  number  of  its  most  active 
and  loyal  members. 

John  Calvin  Macfarlane,  M.A.  (1912),  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  representing  the  Council  from  1933  to  1953,  died  on 
8  January  1954.  He  had  resigned  from  the  Board  for  reasons  of 
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health  a  few  months  earlier.  He  had  had  a  distinguished  career  as 
solicitor  and  general  counsel  and  later  as  Director  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  Canadian  General  Electric  Company  Limited 
and  was  an  authority  in  company  and  patent  law.  He  had  been 
a  leader  in  the  Canadian  Manufacturers’  Association  and  in  1949 
was  its  President.  As  a  member  of  the  Council,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  its  Executive,  as  President  of  the  General  Alumni 
Association  and  Chairman  of  the  Endowment  Committee  of  the 
University,  he  gave  loyal  and  able  service,  the  results  of  which  are 
part  of  the  permanent  heritage  of  the  University. 

Three  members  of  the  Board  who  had  given  long  and  effective 
service  resigned  during  the  year,  urging  that  their  places  might 
be  filled  by  younger  men.  Dennis  Jordan,  B.A.  (1908),  M.D.,C.M. 
(1910),  was  a  member  of  the  Board  from  1931  to  1953  and  was 
active  in  many  fields  of  the  University’s  interests.  His  services  to 
the  University  continued  the  distinguished  sendee  of  his  father, 
Professor  W.  G.  Jordan.  Bryce  M.  Stewart,  M.A.  (1911),  repre¬ 
sented  the  graduates  on  the  Board  for  fifteen  years.  In  establishing 
the  Industrial  Relations  Department,  in  leadership  among  the  New 
York  graduates,  and  in  all  that  concerned  the  quality  and  effec¬ 
tiveness  of  the  academic  staff,  Dr  Stewart  was  a  strong  and 
constructive  force.  He  continues  to  be  a  generous  benefactor.  H. 
Graham  Bertram,  B.Sc.  (1910),  LL.D.  (1948),  represented  the 
University  Council  on  the  Board  since  1942.  He  was  particularly 
interested  in  the  progress  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and 
the  Faculty  of  Medicine.  His  constructive  and  original  ideas  have 
been  backed  by  financial  generosity.  In  providing  equipment  for 
mechanical  engineering,  the  establishment  of  the  Bertram  Fund 
to  promote  visits  by  the  engineering  staff  to  industrial  plants  and 
professional  societies,  and  assisting  the  Connell  Wing  and  the 
Kingston  General  Hospital,  he  has  shown  not  only  generosity 
but  vision. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  22  May  1954,  Mr 
J.  M.  Macdonnell  was  re-elected  Chairman  and  Mr  E.  C.  Gill, 
Vice-Chairman. 

The  Board  re-elected  for  a  further  four-year  term  Dr  J.  M. 
Farrell,  Dr  W.  E.  McNeill  and  Mrs  J.  A.  Richardson,  and  to 
represent  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  for  a  three-year  term 
Mr  M.  N.  Hay.  The  benefactors  re-elected  for  three  years  Mr  R. 
D.  Harkness  to  represent  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  for 
four  years  Mr  J.  M.  Macdonnell.  The  Board  of  the  Theological 
College  re-appointed  Rev.  Dr  G.  A.  Brown.  All  of  these  have  given 
notable  service  to  the  University  over  many  years. 
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During  the  year  the  Board  appointed  to  fill  the  unexpired  terms 
of  Hon.  A.  C.  Hardy  and  Dr  Dennis  Jordan  who  had  resigned, 
J.  M.  Hickey,  Q.C.,  B.A.  (1919),  and  W.  P.  E.  Paterson,  M.D.,C.M. 
(1926).  The  graduates  elected  for  three-year  terms  J.  E.  Hammett, 
M.D.,C.M.  (1919),  and  Dora  H.  Stock,  M. A.  (1915),LL.D.  (1952), 
and  until  1955  to  complete  the  term  of  the  late  Dr  W.  C.  Clark, 
Wallace  Troup,  M.D.,C.M.  (1924).  Tre  University  Council,  at 
its  annual  meeting  on  21  May  last,  elected  as  its  representatives 
on  the  Board,  D.  W.  Stewart,  Jr,  B.Sc.  (1923),  and  Ian  Mac- 
Lachlan,  B.Sc.  (1925),  B.A.  (1926),  for  terms  of  three  years  and 
D.  G.  Geiger,  B.Sc.  (1922),  until  1955  to  complete  the  term  of 
the  late  J.  C.  Macfarlane.  These  are  all  new  members  of  the  Board 
whose  vigour  and  enthusiasm  is  warmly  welcomed. 

During  the  year,  Dr  N.  F.  Tisdale,  Dr  W.  P.  E.  Paterson,  Mr 
J.  M.  Hickey  and  Mr  Ian  MacLachlan  were  added  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  Mr  Hickey  was  also  appointed  to  the  Building 
Committee. 

The  Rector  of  the  University 

Last  November  at  the  conclusion  of  his  second  term  as  Rector, 
the  Alma  Mater  Society  elected  Mr  Leonard  W.  Brockington, 
C.M.G.,  Q.C.,  D.C.L.,  LL.D.,  Rector  of  the  University  for  a  third 
term.  In  his  eloquence,  his  perceptive  concern  for  the  interests  of 
the  students,  his  alertness  in  support  of  the  University,  the  Rector 
is  a  model  to  all  elected  representatives. 

The  Staff 

We  have  fortunately  had  during  the  year  comparatively  few 
changes  in  senior  staff. 

Three  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  have  retired  from 
their  University  posts  as  of  September  1954,  Dr  F.  A.  Cays,  Dr 
F.  X.  O’Connor  and  Dr  W.  D.  Hay.  All  are  continuing  their 
professional  work  in  Kingston.  Dr  Cays,  who  graduated  in  Medicine 
in  1908,  succeeded  Dr  J.  C.  Connnell  as  Professor  and  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  in  1930.  F.  X. 
O’Connor,  M.D.,C.M.  (1915),  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Eye, 
Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  for  many  years  and  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement  held  the  rank  of  Lecturer.  W.  D.  Hay,  M.A. 
(1916),  M.D.,C.M.  (1921),  has  for  many  years  been  a  member 
of  the  Department  of  Pathology,  retiring  at  the  rank  of  Associate 
Professor  in  the  Department.  In  recent  years,  he  has  given  also 
valuable  help  in  Histology  and  Public  Health.  Each  of  these  men 
has  given  fine  sevice  which  the  University  gratefully  acknowledges. 
In  their  continuing  professional  work,  they  have  our  good  wishes. 
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All  connected  with  the  University  have  known  of  the  great 
impetus  which  has  been  given  to  research  and  scholarly  work  by 
frhe  use  of  the  income  of  the  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Trust  Fund. 
It  has  been  recommended  by  the  Principal  and  approved  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Fund  that  a  portion  of  the  income  be  used  for  a 
limited  period  to  support  research  chairs  in  departments  of  the 
University.  For  the  next  three  years,  Dr  B.  W.  Sargent  has  been 
appointed  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Research  Professor  of  Physics 
and  Dr  G.  Krotkov,  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Research  Professor 
of  Biology.  Both  of  these  men  are  regular  members  of  our  staff 
who  have  been  carrying  on  extensive  and  distinguished  research 
work,  Dr  Sargent  in  the  synchrotron  laboratory  and  Dr  Krotkov 
in  the  isotope  laboratory  in  plant  physiology. 

Some  new  appointments  have  been  made  which  are  required 
for  the  improvement  of  University  work  or  because  of  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  classes.  On  the  retirement  of  Dr  Cays,  the  Department 
of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  has  been  divided  into  two  separate 
departments.  David  A.  Rosen,  B.Sc.,  M.D.,C.M.  (McGill),  who 
has  just  completed  four  years  of  postgraduate  and  research  work 
at  Johns  Hopkins,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Professor  and  Head 
of  the  Department  of  Ophthalmology.  Dr  Rosen  and  the  University 
are  fortunate  in  that  he  has  been  awarded  a  fellowship  by  the 
Markle  Foundation  for  the  next  five  years  to  enable  him  to  devote 
his  time  largely  to  his  teaching  and  research  work.  Dr  G.  B.  Mac- 
Pherson,  who  has  been  Clinical  Assistant  in  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and 
Throat  has  been  appointed  Acting  Head  of  the  Department  of 
Otorhinolaryngology. 

Because  of  growing  numbers  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 
and  to  make  possible  better  teaching  in  Arts  departments  with 
large  classes,  additional  instructors  have  been  added  for  next  year 
in  Physics,  Civil  Engineering,  Economics,  Philosophy,  and  Psycho- 
logy.

In  an  appendix  to  this  report,  I  record  the  honours  and  recog-i 
nitions  which  have  come  to  members  of  the  academic  staff  during 
the  year  and  also  the  major  fellowships  and  other  awards  to  students) 
and  graduates  of  the  University.

The  Autumn  Convocation,  at  which  the  Chancellor  presided, 
was  held  on  10  October  1953  and  marked  the  sixtieth  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  School  of  Mining  which  operated  in  con¬ 
junction  with,  and  in  1916  was  absorbed  by,  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science.

Limited,  Montreal,  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 
Honorary  degrees  of  Doctor  of  Science  were  conferred  on  I.  F. 
Kinnard,  B.Sc.  (1918),  Engineering  Manager  of  the  Meter  and 
Instrument  Division  ot  the  General  Electric  Company,  West  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  and  W.  A.  Marrison,  B.Sc.  (1920),  Bell  Telephone 
Laboratories,  Murray  Hill,  New  Jersey.  The  conferring  of  the 
honorary  degree  of  Master  of  Science  on  R.  D.  Bradfield,  Instru¬ 
ment  Maker  to  the  University,  recognized  the  important  share 
he  has  had  in  the  expansion  of  research  work.  Dr  Kinnard  addressed 
tlie  Convocation. 

On  22  May  1954  two  Convocations  were  held.  In  the  morning 
the  Chancellor  conferred  degrees  on  172  graduates  in  the  Faculty1 
of  Applied  Science  and  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
on  A.  E.  MacRae,  B.Sc.  (1915),  Professional  Engineer  and  Patent 
Agent,  Ottawa,  a  Trustee  of  the  University,  and  on  J.  F.  Thompson, 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  International  Nickel  Company  of  Canada, 
Limited,  New  York.  Dr  Thompson  addressed  the  graduating  class. 

In  the  afternoon  269  degrees  were  conferred  on  graduates  in, 
Theology  and  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  including  the  Schools  of 
Commerce  and  of  Physical  and  Health  Education.  The  Right 
Reverend  Kenneth  C.  Evans,  Bishop  of  Ontario  in  the  Church 
of  England,  and  Reverend  John  MacKay,  Minister  of  Chalmers- 
Wesley  United  Church,  Quebec  City,  were  admitted  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred 
on  L.  S.  Beattie,  B.A.  (1924),  Superintendent  of  Secondary 
Education  in  the  Province  of  Ontario;  C.  H.  Bland,  B.A.  (1907), 
Chairman  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  Canada,  Ottawa; 
the  Honourable  Mr  Justice  I.  C.  Rand  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Canada;  and  Graham  F.  Towers,  Governor  of  the  Bank  of  Canada. 
Mr  Justice  Rand  addressed  Convocation. 

A  Convocation  for  the  conferring  of  degrees  in  Medicine  and 
Nursing  Science  was  held  on  5  June  1954  when  58  students  in 
Medicine  and  9  in  Nursing  Science  received  their  degrees  and  3 
diplomas  in  Nursing  were  awarded.  The  honorary  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  on  Dr  J.  S.  L.  Browne,  Professor* 
of  Medicine,  McGill  University,  who  addressed  the  graduating 
class. 


On  17  April  the  University  was  presented  with  a  portrait  of5 
the  late  Dr  A.  P.  Knight,  for  many  years  Professor  of  Physiology" 
and  Animal  Biology.  The  portrait  was  presented  by  the  members 
of  his  family  and  unveiled  by  Mrs  Muriel  Knight  Nachman.  Dean 
Ettinger  spoke  briefly  in  appreciation  of  Dr  Knights  work  and 
influence.  A  considerable  number  of  members  of  staff  who  knew 
Dr  Knight  as  teacher  or  colleague  were  present.  The  portrait 
hangs  in  the  large  Biology  lecture  room. 

Special  Lectures  and  Other  Functions 

The  Chancellor  Dunning  Trust  Lectures  were  given  in  January 
1954  by  Mr  Cecil  Day  Lewis,  Professor  of  Poetry  in  the  University 
of  Oxford,  under  the  title  of  Notable  Images  of  Virtue.  The  three) 
lectures  in  the  series  were  ‘Emily  Bronte  and  Freedom’,  ‘George 
Meredith  and  Responsibility’,  ‘W.  B.  Yeats  and  Human  Dignity’., 
The  lectures,  a  considerable  number  of  less  formal  addresses  and 
particularly  Mr  Day  Lewis’s  fine  reading  of  poetry  aroused  great 
interest.  The  lectures  have  been  published  for  the  University  by 
the  Ryerson  Press. 

The  Chancellor’s  Lectures  at  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Theological  Alumni  Association  were  given  by  Reverend  Harold) 
A.  Bosley,  Minister  of  the  First  Methodist  Church  on  the  theme. 
Religion  with  Revelation:  A  Study  of  the  Idea  of  Revelation  in 
our  Religious  Tradition.  The  lecturer  contributed  greatly  to  thq 
success  of  another  stimulating  conference. 

An  Alma  Mater  Society  Lecture  was  deliverd  by  Mr  Nicholas 
Monsarrat  of  the  United  Kingdom  Information  Office  at  a  meeting 
in  Grant  Hall  at  which  the  Rector  of  the  University  presided. 

The  annual  series  of  public  lectures  was  devoted  to  The  Valley 
of  the  St  Lawrence.  Professor  F.  A.  Knox  spoke  on  ‘The  St  Lawrence 
in  the  Geography  of  North  America’,  the  Principal  on  ‘The  St 
Lawrence  in  History’,  and  the  Honourable  Lionel  Chevrier  on 
‘The  St  Lawrence  Deep  Waterway  Project’. 

The  Remembrance  Day  Service  was  held  in  Grant  Hall  on  11 

November. 

The  Baccalaureate  Service  was  held  on  Sunday,  11  March, 
when  the  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Dr  R.  S.  K.  Seeley, 
Provost  of  Trinity  College,  Toronto. 

Buildings 

Just  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  Richardson  Hall,  the} 
new  building  to  house  the  administrative  offices,  was  completed 
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and  during  the  summer  it  was  occupied.  It  is  fittingly  named  for 
a  Chancellor  of  great  vision  and  ardent  loyalty.  It  meets  a  long-j 
felt  want  in  that  the  Collins  Room  provides  a  meeting-place  of 
beauty  and  dignity  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Council,  the 
Senate  and  the  Faculty  Boards.  By  bringing  together  the  admin¬ 
istrative  offices  the  new  building  has  facilitated  the  work  of 
administration  which  each  year  grows  more  complex.  Adequate 
space  is  provided  for  a  number  of  staffs  whose  efficiency  had  been 
seriously  curtailed  by  crowding. 

One  of  the  greater  merits  of  this  building,  however,  is  that  it 
releases  much  needed  space  for  the  library.  The  reconstruction 
of  some  parts  of  the  interior  of  the  library  has  been  undertaken. 
An  unfortunate  delay  occasioned  by  a  strike  over  a  dispute  to 
which  the  University  was  in  no  way  a  party  has  delayed  the  work 
so  that  the  building  will  not  be  ready  for  full  use  until  two  or 
three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  new  session. 

Work  has  been  begun  on  the  first  unit  of  a  series  of  men's 
residences  and  by  the  end  of  the  summer  the  foundations  are  in 
and  stone  work  is  about  to  begin. 

The  long-delayed  project  of  the  Connell  Wing  to  be  added  to 
the  Kingston  General  Hospital  as  a  joint  university  and  hospital 
building  has  still  not  reached  the  stage  of  construction.  Later 
considerations  have  suggested  that  perhaps  more  rapid  progress 
could  be  made  if  two  smaller  buildings  were  planned,  one  for 
purely  hospital  use  and  one  to  house  all  the  university  laboratories, 
offices,  a  modern  amphitheatre  and  teaching  space.  This  possibility 
is  being  actively  explored  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  action  may 
be  possible  in  the  new  construction  season. 

Though  there  has  been  great  activity  in  building  in  the  past  year, 
there  are  still  pressing  needs  for  space  and  new  accommodation. 
The  new  men’s  residence  will  provide  only  185  places  and  there 
are  about  500  freshmen  in  addition  to  those  from  Kingston.  The 
Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  which  has  the  largest  registration 
in  Applied  Science,  has  need  for  new  laboratory  space  for  which 
Carruthers  Hall  is  too  small  and  ill-adapted.  The  Department  of 
Political  and  Economic  Science,  the  School  of  Commerce  with 
its  extensive  correspondence  course  for  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants,  the  Department  of  Industrial  Relations,  and  the 
Institute  of  Local  Government  will  in  the  near  future  require 
space  to  replace  a  building  which  was  rescued  from  demolition 
in  1930,  and  of  course  there  is  urgent  need  of  increased  accom¬ 
modation  for  both  the  clinical  and  pre-clinical  work  in  Medicine. 
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The  Skelton-Clark  Memorial  Foundation 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  here  that  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  a  Skelton-Clark  Memorial  Foundation  has  been  es¬ 
tablished  with  an  endowment  of  rather  more  than  $300,000  "to 
promote,  by  whatever  means  are  deemed  most  fruitful,  research, 
investigation,  scholarly  study  and  publication  in  those  fields  of 
economics,  political  science  and  other  social  studies  which  under¬ 
lie  problems  of  public  policy  whether  in  international,  national, 
provincial  or  municipal  jurisdiction.’  It  is  anticipated  that  work 
under  this  Foundation  will  be  undertaken  during  the  coming  session. 
It  is  expected  that  this  Foundation  will  not  only  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  O.  D.  Skelton  and  of  W.  C.  Clark  and  of  their 
achievements,  but  that  it  will  stimulate  research  and  advanced  study 
in  the  whole  field  of  the  social  sciences. 

Research 

Activity  and  progress  in  research  continue  to  grow  steadily.  As 
recorded  earlier  in  this  report,  it  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the 
income  made  available  from  the  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Trust 
Fund.  Each  year  departments  are  increasing  their  activity  in  re¬ 
search  and  improving  their  facilities.  For  the  session  1954-5  we 
will  have  in  residence  for  the  first  time  two  Postdoctoral  Fellows 
of  the  National  Research  Council,  one  in  Physics  and  the  other  in 
Chemistry.  We  will  also  have  a  Senior  Medical  Research  Fellow 
in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  who  is  undertaking  work  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Pathology.  Research  and  scholarly  work  is  not  something 
which  develops  quickly  and  I  am  gratified  by  its  gradual  and 
persistent  increase  in  the  University. 

Registration 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  Registrar’s  report,  we  have  had  a 
slight  increase  in  registration  in  the  past  year,  mainly  in  the  Faculty 
of  Applied  Science,  and  for  the  new  year  this  increase  will  be 
substantially  higher.  As  I  have  mentioned  in  earlier  reports,  along 
with  this  increase  in  the  number  of  students  there  is  a  rise  in  the 
proportion  of  students  undertaking  higher  studies  both  in  the 
advanced  undergraduate  and  in  the  graduate  years.  This  is 
particularly  true  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  it  is 
evident  that  this  is  a  condition  which  will  characterize  our  work 
in  the  years  to  come. 

Pressing  Questions 

The  continuing  increase  in  registration  which  is  certainly  nearing 
a  maximum  in  Applied  Science  and  the  prospect  that  from  now 
on  this  will  mount  cumulatively  makes  urgent  the  need  to  give 
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systematic  study  to  methods  of  selecting  students.  Procedures 
which  will  eliminate  students  unlikely  to  succeed  are  not  too 
difficult  to  devise  but  procedures  which  will  select  the  best  group 
of  students,  best  not  only  intellectually  but  from  the  point  of  view 
of  mutual  education,  are  much  more  difficult  to  work  out  and 
we  have  not  had  much  consistent  experience  with  them. 

All  the  problems  of  introducing  freshmen  to  the  university 
environment  and  atmosphere  still  confront  us.  Both  academically 
and  personally  the  transition  proves  difficult  for  some  students. 
Some  hold  the  view  that  much  more  should  be  done  to  make  this 
transition  easier  and  less  disturbing.  Others,  in  contrast,  some¬ 
times  argue  that  we  are  merely  perpetuating  the  atmosphere  of 
the  secondary  schools.  Whatever  is  the  best  and  most  effective 
answer,  the  problems  require  careful  study. 

There  is  concern  over  the  relative  fewness  of  honours  students  in 
the  Faculty  of  Arts.  This  is  a  condition  which  currently  affects 
most  if  not  all  universities  but  it  is  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant 
a  careful  survey  of  honours  courses  and  perhaps  some  adjustment 
in  the  time  and  manner  of  enrolment  in  honours. 

Student  Activities 

I  can  again  report  that  the  students  have  managed  their  affairs 
wisely  and  well  and  have  dealt  prudently  with  such  crises  and 
disputes  as  arose  in  the  course  of  the  year.  I  am  grateful  for  the 
co-operation  which  I  have  had  from  Miss  Gail  Ward,  the  out¬ 
going  President,  and  Mr  Iain  Gow,  the  incoming  President  of  the 
Alma  Mater  Society. 

The  year  1953-4,  with  a  great  deal  of  planning  for  buildings  and 
discussion  of  policies,  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  in  which 
some  important  matters  of  future  policy  and  current  concern  have 
had  less  time  and  thought  than  should  have  been  given  to  them.  I 
can  only  hope,  however,  that  it  will  be  possible  to  take  these 
matters  up  in  turn.  It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  accomplish 
as  much  had  it  not  been  for  the  great  assistance  of  many  people, 
in  particular,  the  Vice-Principal,  whose  work  on  the  project  of 
the  men’s  residence,  among  many  other  things,  has  been  so  effec¬ 
tive  and  successful.  I  am  very  grateful  to  him,  to  all  the  other 
officers  of  the  University  and  to  the  many  other  persons  who  made 
it  possible  to  emerge  from  a  very  crowded  year  with  a  creditable 
record  of  things  accomplished.

Reports  to  the  Principal 


The  Faculty  of  Arts 


Last  year  it  was  reported  that  the  decline  in  numbers  in  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  had  come  to  an  end.  That  is  true  of  first  registrations  but  it 
has  turned  out  that  those  leaving  the  University  were  more  numer¬ 
ous  than  in  the  year  before.  Nevertheless  it  is  certain  that  growth 
in  numbers  will  continue  with  acceleration.  Within  three  years 
it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  admission  requirements. 

It  does  not  seem  feasible  to  apply  any  tests  of  our  own  to 
applicants  for  admission.  In  any  case,  the  correlation  between 
school  marks  and  those  assigned  here  is  such  that  the  appropriate 
action  would  appear  to  be  to  set  the  minimum  for  admission  at 
whatever  point  on  the  school  grades  is  considered  advisable. 

There  are  always  too  many  failures  and  the  serious  attempts  that 
are  made  here  to  improve  the  attitude  and  work  of  students  who 
are  failing  are  also  failures  for  the  most  part.  For  the  last  com¬ 
plete  session,  1952-3,  well  over  one  third  of  the  freshman  class 
failed  in  two  or  more  courses  out  of  five  in  a  test  in  November 
and  one  third  of  the  class  failed  in  two  or  more  of  these  courses 
the  next  spring.  It  might  will  be  that  higher  admission  requirements 
would  reduce  markedly  the  number  of  failures  involving  withdrawal 
and  would  result  in  improvement  of  the  academic  environment 
here. 

One  of  the  most  stubborn  difficulties  is  that  encountered  in 
teaching  languages  to  all  candidates  in  the  General  Course.  We 
do  not  require  work  here  in  a  language  of  candidates  in  Honours, 
unless,  of  course,  they  are  working  in  fields  of  language  and  litera¬ 
ture.  But,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  all  com¬ 
missions  of  inquiry  in  the  English-speaking  world,  we  do  try  to* 
overcome  intellectual  isolation’  in  students  in  general  education. 

The  Faculty  recognized  the  difficulties  of  the  language  depart¬ 
ments  and  this  year  agreed  that  in  French,  where  the  problem  is 
most  severe,  students  who  do  not  obtain  second  class  honours  in 
the  examinations  in  French  of  Grade  XIII  (Ontario)  should  take 
French  1  here  instead  of  French  2,  if  they  are  required  to  take  a 
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course  in  a  language  and  choose  French.  That,  in  effect,  means 
taking  the  subject  at  the  same  level  over  again. 

This  action  appears  to  be  wise  if  the  language  requirement  is 
retained.  But  one  turns  with  interest  to  the  observation  of  Sir 
William  Fyfe  in  his  report  to  the  Trustees  of  Queen’s  in  1935: 

I  believe  it  is  wrong  to  inflict  upon  some  university  students 
who  are  doing  good  work  in  other  subjects  the  necessity  of 
continuing  to  study  a  language  for  which  they  have  conceived 
at  school  a  vast  distaste,  without  any  hope  of  being  able  to 
read  it  when  the  obligatory  requirement  has  been  satisfied. 

The  test  in  English  applied  to  all  freshmen  in  October  1953 
resulted,  as  in  the  previous  year,  in  failure  for  more  than  one  third 
of  the  class.  For  these  the  course  in  English  A  is  being  conducted 
again.  The  observation  in  this  report  last  year  appears  to  be 
justified.  No  complaints  have  been  heard  from  members  of  staff 
about  the  English  usage  of  students  since  English  A  was  set  up, 
and,  although  no  one  pretends  that  the  problem  is  solved,  the 
continuation  of  this  experiment  is  undoubtedly  justified. 

The  programme  of  official  introduction  of  freshmen  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  was  continued,  but  since  there  was  little  visible  effect  of 
it  in  the  attitudes,  activities  and  academic  standing  of  students,  it 
was  decided  to  do  more  along  this  line  next  session.  Courses  com¬ 
mon  to  all  first-year  students  will  be  started  earlier  and  explana¬ 
tory  lectures  will  be  given  in  all  subjects  which  are  begun  in  Uni¬ 
versity.  The  descent  upon  freshmen  of  hordes  of  representatives 
of  miscellaneous  student  activities  will  be  prohibited  and  the  pre¬ 
sentation  of  a  booklet  which  sets  forth  the  claims  of  all  will  be 
substituted.  The  best  that  can  be  done  by  the  Faculty  in  this  re- 

m  * 

spect  will  probably  not  be  very  effective  but,  at  the  lowest  estimate, 
it  is  a  gesture  which  should  be  made. 

The  Faculty-Student  Joint  Committee  has  been  performing  a 
very  useful  function.  It  has  made  some  good  proposals  which 
have  been  adopted  and  it  provides  a  means  of  liaison  and  under¬ 
standing  which  is  of  great  value  particularly  for  the  more  serious 
students.  The  existence  of  such  a  Committee  is  a  good  thing  in 
itself,  but  its  success  is  largely  due  to  the  personal  qualities  of  its 
members. 

The  Faculty  has  been  concerned  about  the  crowded  nature  of 
our  short  session  and  has  approved  the  extension  of  the  reading 
period  before  the  final  examinations.  While  it  is  true,  unfortun¬ 
ately,  that  some  undergraduates  do  not  use  wisely  now  the  short 
interval  between  the  close  of  classes  and  the  examinations,  it  is 
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hoped  that  those  who  deserve  the  name  of  students  would  use  a 
longer  period  at  the  University  to  good  advantage. 

The  experiment  of  teaching  in  Bermuda  is  going  well  and  is 
attractive  to  the  staff  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  period  there  is; 
not  in  the  winter.  Extension  work  in  the  region  of  Eastern  Ontario 
allotted  to  Queen’s  in  the  recent  distribution  of  areas  among  uni¬ 
versities  requires  more  volunteers  from  members  of  staff  for  such 
work  if  we  are  to  do  our  share. 

The  introduction  of  geography  is  very  welcome  and  the  way  it 
is  being  started  is  appropriate.  It  is  hoped  that  this  field  will  grow 
actively  not  only  in  undergraduate  teaching  but  also  in  research, 
particularly  in  Eastern  Ontario  which  is  on  the  threshold  of  great 
development. 

The  erection  of  a  residence  for  men  and  the  improvement  of 
facilities  in  the  library  consequent  on  the  removal  of  adminis¬ 
trative  offices  from  it  will  prove  of  great  benefit  to  work  in  this 
Faculty. 

Events  elsewhere  have  undoubtedly  deepened  appreciation  of 
the  complete  academic  freedom  of  utterance  which  always  has  ex¬ 
isted  here.  There  is  also,  however,  the  matter  of  freedom  (or  the 
means)  to  work.  Hitherto  it  has  been  difficult,  especially  for  staff 
members  in  the  humanities,  to  get  financial  support  for  research, 
modest  though  their  needs  are.  The  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin  Trust 
Fund  has  transformed  this  situation  with  results  which  are  notable 
already. 

Another  freedom  is  the  comparative  lack  of  regulations  which, 
if  observed,  would  accumulate  records  in  administrative  offices 
but  would  hamper  and  frustrate  those  teachers  who  think  (and 
probably  correctly)  that  they  can  accomplish  most  in  their  own 
way.  Some  regulations,  however,  there  must  be.  If,  for  example, 
instructors  set  a  class  each  at  the  same  day  and  hour,  they  cannot 
have  students  take  more  than  one  of  them  in  any  year;  and  this 
may  be  a  very  serious  matter.  The  time-table  is  in  a  chronic 
chaotic  condition  and  it  should  be  improved.  In  spite  of  efforts, 
success  has  not  been  achieved. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  have  and  to  report  harmonious  relations 
everywhere  in  the  Faculty.  The  students  continue  to  elect  very 
good  representatives  and  to  conduct  their  affairs  well.  The  chief 
satisfaction  comes,  however,  from  the  abundant  evidence  that  stu¬ 
dents  and  staff  are  learning  and  contributing  to  learning  in  a 
manner  and  to  an  extent  that  is  worthy  of  the  traditions  and  reputa¬ 
tion  of  Queen’s  University.  Failures  weigh  heavily  on  a  Dean, 
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but  everyone  should  look  with  pride  at  the  success  of  most  of  our 
students— the  quickening  of  intellectual  interest,  the  deepening  and 
broadening  of  the  mind— which  is,  for  the  University,  its  crown  of 
glory.

The  Faculty  of  Applied  Science 


I  beg  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  for  the  session  1953-4. 

In  general,  affairs  have  gone  along  well  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied 
Science  during  the  past  session.  No  attempt  will  be  made  to  re¬ 
count  the  happenings  which  are  normal  to  the  operation  of  the 
Faculty,  either  in  regard  to  staff  or  students,  but  a  brief  description 
will  be  made  of  things  which  seemed  new  or  unusual  and  worthy 
of  attention. 

Enrolment 


If  we  except  the  year  when  twelve-month  operation  was  the 
practice,  the  number  this  year  is  the  largest  which  we  have  had  in 
this  Faculty.  The  enrolment  was  813  a  few  days  after  the  session 
convened.  The  distribution  in  the  different  branches  of  engineer¬ 
ing  is  shown  in  the  following  table.  It  should  be  understood  that 
in  the  first  year  the  curriculum  is  the  same  for  all  courses.

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The  increase  in  the  registration  is  due  to  two  causes.  First,  the 
number  accepted  in  the  freshman  year  has  been  stepped  up  for 
the  past  two  years  from  200  to  250;  second,  we  accept  students 
into  our  second  year  from  McM aster,  Lakehead  Technical  Institute, 
and  an  occasional  man  from  other  institutions.  In  the  same  way 
we  receive  men  who  have  completed  two  years  at  Carleton  College, 
and  again  a  few  from  other  institutions,  into  the  third  year.  Ona 
of  our  oldest  contributors  in  the  upper  years  is  the  Royal  Military 
College  whose  men  are  accepted  into  our  fourth  year  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  their  course  at  R  M  C. 

Due  to  these  trends  our  numbers  are  large  and  probably  will 
grow.  It  will  not  be  till  1955  that  we  will  have  taken  in  our  four 
lots  of  250  freshmen.  Then  our  rooms  will  be  filled  to  capacity. 
The  number  of  young  students  of  promise  who  are  applying  to  us 
compels  us  to  do  our  utmost  to  give  them  a  chance. 

Graduate  Work 

The  interest  in  graduate  work  is  growing  and,  although  for  the 
past  few  years  the  lure  of  the  highly  paid  job  in  industry  took  most 
of  our  engineering  graduates  without  their  considering  the  possible 
advantage  of  graduate  work,  there  are  fairly  evident  signs  that  the 
applicants  for  such  work  will  increase  in  the  future.  Certainly  in 
the  engineering  departments  the  number  of  inquiries  for  such  work 
was  noticeably  larger. 

If  we  are  to  play  our  part  in  work  at  this  level,  it  is  essential  that 
accommodation  be  arranged  for  graduate  students,  especially  in 
highways  and  the  structural  field.  At  present  we  must  carry  on 
this  work  at  night. 

Research  by  Departments 

Investigations  for  outside  clients  have  been  carried  on  in  the 
Department  of  Geology  for  some  years  past  and  have  continued. 
Similar  studies  have  been  done  in  the  Department  of  Metallurgy 
where  some  outstanding  work  in  the  refining  of  certain  very  re¬ 
fractory  materials  has  brought  distinct  credit  to  Queen's. 

Civil  Engineering  now  has  two  such  projects  under  way.  Pro¬ 
fessor  J.  D.  Lee  is  carrying  out  an  investigation  for  the  Ontarioi 
Research  Council  into  the  effect  of  detergents  upon  current  prac¬ 
tice  of  treating  sewage.  The  results  are  not  yet  available  but 
appear  to  be  a  valuable  contribution  to  this  rather  complicated 
process. 
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Under  the  auspices  of  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Research  Institute, 
Professor  R.  J.  Kennedy  is  carrying  out  in  our  laboratory,  studies 
on  the  mechanics  of  holding  grounds  or  log  booms  in  rivers.  It  is 
in  these  that  the  logs  are  held  till  required,  and  the  safety  of  these 
reserves  is  of  vital  importance  in  the  paper  business.  This  work 
has  involved  considerable  additions  to  the  Hydraulics  Laboratory. 
These  additions  are  such  that  the  capacity  of  the  laboratory  for 
instruction  is  also  greatly  increased.  It  may  be  noted  here  as  a, 
matter  of  interest  that  this  opportunity  arose  from  a  meeting  of 
industrialists  and  engineers  held  at  Queen’s  in  the  fall  of  1952  and 
sponsored  by  the  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering. 

The  Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering  continues  with  its; 
research  on  warm  air  furnaces  under  a  grant  from  the  National 
Research  Council. 

Staff 

After  the  retirement  of  Professor  J.  A.  Gray,  the  Chown  Science 
Research  Chair,  which  he  held  in  the  Department  of  Physics,  was 
changed  to  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  and  Dr  J.  K.  N.  Jones 
of  the  University  of  Bristol  was  appointed  to  it.  Professor  Jones' 
field  is  that  of  organic  chemistry  and  already  he  has  attracted  a 
promising  group  of  research  students. 

Professor  S.  D.  Lash,  who  in  1952-3  was  in  Britain  and  later  on 
the  Continent  studying  community  planning  and  allied  subjects, 
has  returned.  As  a  result  of  his  work  and  his  interest,  he  has  begun 
a  course  in  community  planning  with  the  fourth-year  Civil  Engi¬ 
neering.  Those  familiar  with  Canadian  communities  will  agree 
that  such  a  study  is  long  overdue. 

Mr  H.  M.  Edwards  is  this  year  away  at  Purdue  University  on  sab¬ 
batical  leave,  and  will  return  in  August. 

Material  and  Equipment 

The  Hydraulics  Laboratory  has  had  the  most  impressive  changes 
as  mentioned  above.  These  include  the  addition  of  a  4  c.f.s.  and 
an  8  c.f.s.  pump  which,  with  the  one  we  had  previously,  makes  it 
possible  to  provide  about  14  or  15  c.f.s.  (cubic  feet  per  second) 
flow.  The  laboratory  system  was  completely  rearranged  and  all  the 
flumes  and  open  tanks  floored.  The  teaching  capacity  of  the  lab¬ 
oratory  is  doubled.  A  new  impulse  wheel  was  secured,  and  from 
Dominion  Engineering  Limited  at  the  kindly  suggestion  of  Dr  H. 
S.  Van  Patter,  we  were  sent  a  beautiful  model  of  a  waterwheel 
runner. 
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Canadian  Westinghouse  presented  the  University  with  funds  to 
complete  the  installation  ot  the  short-wave  transmitter  previously 
given  to  Queen’s  by  the  Westinghouse  Corporation  of  the  United 
States.  Canadian  General  Electric  Company  has  given  this  depart¬ 
ment  a  group  of  transformers  for  the  laboratory. 

The  McLaughlin  fund  has  enabled  Mechanical  Engineering  to 
add  equipment  for  vibration  and  balancing  studies,  lubrication  and 
high  speed  photography. 


Conferences 

The  Advisory  Council  for  Engineering  has  completed  four  years 
of  its  existence  and  this  past  year  Dr  N.  F.  Tisdale  dropped  out  of 
the  presidency  which  was  taken  over  by  Dr  D.  O.  Notman,  and  in 
due  course  Dr  I.  F.  Kinnard  took  over  at  this  year’s  annual  meeting 
in  February.  The  meetings  this  year  seemed  to  be  more  interesting 
than  ever,  as  if  now  we  are  learning  how  this  Council  should  work. 
At  this  year’s  meeting  a  new  sub-committee  for  Chemistry  was> 
formed. 

A  series  of  lectures  on  the  pulp  and  paper  industry,  which  re¬ 
sulted  from  discussions  in  the  Advisory  Council  and  the  direct 
action  of  Mr  E.  G.  Kirby  of  Montreal,  one  of  the  Chemical  Engi¬ 
neering  sub-committee,  was  held  at  Queen’s  about  the  end  of  last 
October.  Seven  lectures  in  all  were  given  to  the  students  in  en¬ 
gineering.  They  were  intended  to  inform  the  hearers  of  the  scope 
of  the  greatest  industry  we  have  and  to  outline  to  them  some  of  the 
technical  processes  and  attendant  difficulties.  Our  impression  was) 
that  they  were  a  great  success  and  I  believe  the  members  of  the 
Pulp  and  Paper  Association,  who  organized  the  series  and  who 
actually  gave  the  lectures,  were  equally  pleased  with  the  results. 

Students 

The  usual  student  activities  of  course  passed  off  with  the  success; 
which  we  expect  for  them.  However,  a  new  venture,  entered  into 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Order  of  Saint  John  of  Jerusalem,  was 
a  course  of  first-aid  lectures  to  any  science  students  who  wished 
to  attend,  which  was  put  on  after  Christmas  of  this  year.  It  was 
considered  by  the  skilled  instructors  of  the  order  who  conducted 
it  to  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Some  thirty-one  men  secured  the 
certificates  of  the  Order  granted  for  proficiency  in  this  work.  I 
am  sure  it  will  do  great  good.

The  Province  of  Ontario  is  well  served  by  medical  schools;  no, 
good  native  applicant  is  refused  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a  medi¬ 
cal  education,  and  each  school  accepts,  as  well,  students  from 
homes  outside  the  Province.  The  twelve  Canadian  schools  ac¬ 
cepted  in  1953,  983  freshmen,  and  graduated  897  physicians.  The 
79  American  schools  in  the  same  year  produced  6,668  medical 
graduates.  On  a  comparative  population  basis  we  in  Canada 
graduated  1.4  doctors  of  medicine  for  each  one  graduated  in  the) 
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United  States.  Our  numbers  will  increase,  since  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  Faculty  of  Medicine  will  graduate  its  first  class 
in  1954,  and  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  will  soon  follow. 

Changes  in  Staff 

This  year  marks  the  retirement  of  three  members  of  staff  who 
have  had  a  long  association  with  the  Faculty.  The  Department  of 
Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  loses  Dr  F.  A.  Cays,  its  head,  and  Dr 
F.  X.  O’Connor,  Lecturer;  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Dr  W. 
D.  Hay.  These  men  have  given  faithful  and  interested  service  to 
generations  of  students,  and  will  live  long  in  the  memory  of  many 
graduates. 

At  the  Ottawa  Civic  Hospital,  Dr  George  Hooper,  one  of  our 
most  popular  and  stimulating  teachers,  retired  from  the  post  of 
Assistant  Professor  of  Gynaecology,  and  Dr  S.  Mirsky,  who  had 
agreed  to  act  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine  for  the  completion 
ot  Dr  J.  E.  Plunkett’s  term,  reverted  to  the  post  of  associate,  in 
September. 

Dr  John  Firstbrook,  after  a  year  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Physio¬ 
logy,  decided  to  devote  himself  to  clinical  medicine,  and  left  to 
take  further  training. 

These  gaps  are  being  filled.  Dr  Sergio  Bencosme  has  completed 
a  year  as  Associate  Professor  of  Pathology.  Dr  R.  E.  Semple  has 
taken  Dr  Firstbrook’s  post.  The  old  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Department  has  been  split  into  two,  a  Department  of  Ophthalmo-i 
logy  with  Dr  D.  A.  Rosen  as  Assistant  Professor  and  Head,  and  a 
Department  of  Otorhinolaryngology  with  Dr  G.  B.  MacPherson 
as  Lecturer  and  Acting  Head.  Dr  R.  E.  Cargill  was  appointed  As¬ 
sistant  Professor  of  Gynaecology  (as  well  as  Obstetrics)  at  Ottawa, 
and  Dr  T.  L.  Fisher  succeeded  Dr  Mirsky  as  Assistant  Professor  ofj 
Medicine. 

Student  Activities  —  Visiting  Lecturers 

Mr  David  B.  Coulson  has  been  a  conscientious  and  capable  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Aesculapian  Society,  and  has  conducted  the  meetings 
with  dignity  and  satisfaction.  In  addition  to  Faculty  members,  the 
following  addressed  the  Society:  Dr  Hugo  T.  Ewart,  President  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Association;  Dr  R.  G.  Bell,  Shadowbrook  Hos¬ 
pital;  Dr  J.  Markowitz,  University  of  Toronto;  and  Mr  R.  C.  Ham¬ 
mond,  Department  of  National  Health  and  Welfare.  The  Medical 
Schools  was  fortunate  in  having  as  special  lecturers  during  the 
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term,  Dr  O.  Edholm,  Medical  Research  Council,  London;  Professor 
N.  H.  Mackworth,  Cambridge;  Professor  D.  Whitteridge,  Edin¬ 
burgh;  Professor  William  Barclay,  Chicago;  and  Dr  E.  C.  Steele, 
Workmen’s  Compensation  Board,  Toronto. 

The  Library 

The  Medical  Library  is  firmly  entrenched  in  Summerhill,  and  has 
become  a  popular  place  for  study.  A  library  committee  has  been, 
set  up  in  the  Faculty  under  the  chairmanship  of  Dr  Malcolm 
Brown;  it  is  giving  wise  direction  to  the  new  establishment. 

Expansion  of  Facilities  for  Teaching  and  Research 

It  is  now  nine  years  since  the  Trustees  agreed  that  a  provincial 
capital  grant  of  $250,000  should  be  devoted  to  improving  clinical 
teaching  facilities  at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital,  and  a  year 
ago  it  seemed  as  though  we  were  on  the  edge  of  building  the  W-  T. 
Connell  Wing.  The  University  and  Hospital  set  up  a  joint  build¬ 
ing  committee  to  study  plans  and  agree  on  distribution  of  space. 
Progress  has  been  slow,  successive  sets  of  plans  have  been  exam¬ 
ined  and  returned  to  the  architect  for  revision,  and  preliminary 
excavation  still  seems  remote.  The  difficulty  seems  to  be  to  pro¬ 
vide  in  the  same  building,  for  the  University,  facilities  satisfactory 
for  teaching  and  research,  and  for  the  Hospital,  beds,  operating 
rooms  and  other  services  for  patients.  A  building  designed  for 
the  one  purpose  does  not  seem  easily  fitted  for  most  economical; 
arrangement  of  space  for  the  other.  It  is  possible  that  the  best 
arrangement  would  be  to  make  separate  provision  for  each,  and 
to  have  the  University  requirements  provided  by  expanding  a  small 
building  hitherto  planned  chiefly  to  contain  an  amphitheatre  with 
common-room  and  other  amenities  for  students. 

But  teaching  and  research  space  is  not  lacking  only  on  the  Hos¬ 
pital  grounds.  The  Department  of  Anatomy  has  only  rudimentary 
quarters  fit  for  dissection;  it  requires  museum  space,  research  rooms, 
smaller  teaching  rooms,  offices,  and  a  library.  The  Department  of 
Physiology  requires  expansion  possible  only  by  the  erection  of  a 
wing  on  the  Medical  Laboratories  Building,  or  by  a  separate  build¬ 
ing.  These  needs  are  urgent. 

The  Medical  Centenary 

The  Medical  Faculty  will  celebrate  its  centenary  13  to  17  October 
1954.  Committees  have  planned  a  series  of  lectures  and  demon- 
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strations,  and  the  Senate  has  agreed  to  let  the  accent  at  the  Fall 
convocation  be  heavily  medical.  Announcements  and  invitations 
have  been  sent  out  to  all  medical  graduates,  and  already  we  have 
been  assured  of  many  class  reunions  at  that  time.  Coupled  with 
the  plans  for  these  festivities,  is  the  campaign  for  subscriptions 
for  the  building  fund,  which  is  in  the  hands  ot  a  committee  under 
Dr  Ford  Connell.  Money  already  in  hand  indicates  a  loyal  inter¬ 
est  among  our  alumni. 

Research 

The  staff  continue  to  draw  a  large  volume  of  money  for  research. 
Research  grants  for  the  year  fall  just  short  of  $200,000.  It  is  not 
uncommon  that  in  a  teaching  department  the  total  grants  to  mem¬ 
bers  of  staff  greatly  exceed  the  entire  budget  for  salaries  and  sup¬ 
plies  provided  for  teaching-  Out  of  these  grants  are  provided  very 
expensive  apparatus,  expendable  supplies,  and  salaries  for  researen 
assistants.  Additionally,  research  fellowships  are  provided  by  the* 
National  Research  Council,  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  and  the 
Canadian  Life  Insurance  Officers’  Association.  The  need  for  re¬ 
search  space  (including  the  housing  of  animals)  becomes  so  great 
ihat  certain  experimental  procedures  must  be  undertaken  in  teach¬ 
ing  laboratories,  in  teachers’  offices,  and  even  in  corridors.  An 
active  researcher  may  even  have  to  return  research  funds,  or  de¬ 
cline  to  apply  to  a  granting  body,  because  he  has  insufficient  space 
in  which  to  carry  out  a  programme  he  could  profitably  direct. 

We  have  been  singularly  fortunate  in  the  past  year  in  that  two 
appointments  to  the  teaching  staff  have  been  made  possible  through 
senior  fellowships  awarded  to  well- trained  researchers.  Dr  Sergio 
Bencosme  left  an  Assistant  Professorship  in  Pathology  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Ottawa,  to  take  an  Associate  Professorship  here;  he  simul¬ 
taneously  holds  a  research  fellowship  provided  by  the  Canadian 
Life  Insurance  Officers’  Association.  Dr  J.  D.  Hatcher  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Markie  Scholar  and  Assistant  Professor  of  Physiology,  a 
year  ago.  A  new  Markie  Scholar,  Dr  D.  A.  Rosen,  comes  in  July 
to  be  Head  of  the  Department  of  Ophthalmology. 

The  University  obtains  the  services  of  these  gifted  teachers 
because  they  are  recognized  as  capable  investigators.  No  young 
man  will  accept  a  teaching  appointment  in  a  basic  medical  science/ 
today  unless  it  carries  with  it  the  opportunity  to  do  research.  The 
University  profits  by  his  researches,  for  he  is  bound  to  have  a 
special  interest  in  a  particular  field,  and  to  have  his  enthusiasm 
spill  into  his  teaching.  The  active  technical  and  intellectual  par- 
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ticipation  in  his  researches  improves  his  ability  as  a  teacher,  as 
surely  as  increasing  operative  experience  enhances  the  surgeons 
value  as  an  instructor;  and  his  need  for  facilities  and  time  for  these 
pursuits  is  just  as  important  as  are  the  surgeons  tools,  operating 
rooms  and  privileges  to  do  a  consulting  practice.  That  his  financial 
rewards  would  be  much  less  than  those  of  his  clinical  confreres  was 
anticipated  when  he  chose  his  profession,  but  he  is  entitled  to  a 
decent  living  in  reward  for  his  services  to  students  and  university. 
The  time  is  past  when  a  medical  school  is  known  best  for  the  bril¬ 
liant  performance  of  its  clinicians.  The  ardent,  plodding  re¬ 
searcher  is  an  equally  good  asset  and  advertisement  as  he  adds  his; 
contributions  to  that  knowledge  which  makes  it  possible  for  the 
clinician  to  defer  death  and  defy  disease.

The  School  of  Commerce  and  Administration 

The  Degree  Course 

The  graduating  class  this  year  numbered  23  of  whom  4  were 
women  while  the  freshman  class  registered  last  fall  numbered  40. 
These  figures  are  almost  identical  with  those  for  1952-3. 

The  Business  Seminar  which  appears  as  part  of  the  prescription 
for  the  degree  is  being  developed  as  an  opportunity  for  our  stu¬ 
dents  to  meet,  in  discussion  of  real  problems  and  in  an  atmosphere 
of  informality,  leaders  in  the  business  world.  In  this  way  the 
students’  appreciation  of  these  problems  is  sharpened  and  the 
School’s  contacts  with  the  outside  world  are  widened  and  enriched. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  terms  members  of  the  staff  have 
visited  the  high  schools  in  Cornwall,  Belleville,  Kingston,  Sydeni 
ham,  and  Smiths  Falls  to  talk  to  the  Grade  XII  classes  and  give 
them  some  idea  of  the  career  opportunities  open  to  tire  Commerce 
graduate.  There  appears  to  be  pervading  ignorance  in  this  matter 
which  these  visits  should  do  something  to  dispel. 

A  member  of  last  year’s  graduating  class  undertook,  as  his  thesis, 
a  statistical  study  of  ‘Queen’s  Commerce  Graduates,  1919  to  1952’. 
This  is  so  interesting  and  valuable  a  social  document  that  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  made  to  publish  it  is  printed  form. 
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The  Professional  Courses 
Physical  Accommodation 

The  single  story  extension  to  the  Commerce  Building  which  was 
completed  last  fall  and  the  rehabilitation  of  the  offices  in  the  old 
building  have  greatly  improved  the  conditions  of  work  and  eased 
the  task  of  administration  of  these  courses.  The  only  persisting 
need  at  the  moment  is  for  some  fire-proof  accommodation  foT 
records. 

Finances 

The  financial  outlook  shows  some  improvement  over  a  year  ago. 
The  numbers  registered  in  the  Chartered  Accountants  Course  hav3 
been  well  maintained  with  the  result  that  the  Course  shows  an 
excess  of  revenue  over  direct  expense  which  enables  it  to  make 
some  contribution,  though  certainly  not  an  excessive  one,  to  the 
general  overhead. 

The  negotiations  with  the  Trust  Companies  Association  which 
were  in  progress  a  year  ago  have  only  recently  been  completed  but 
should  result  in  an  improved  relationship  between  income  and 
outgo  of  the  Trust  Companies  Course  as  from  1  January  1955. 

Similar  negotiations  with  the  Canadian  Bankers'  Association  are 
in  contemplation  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  issue  in  a  revised 
fee  structure  which  will  restore  to  the  Banking  Course  the  financial 
stability  which  it  once  enjoyed- 

Courses  for  Chartered  Accountants 

At  533  the  number  of  new  enrolments  exceeds  by  the  narrow 
margin  of  1  the  enrolment  of  the  previous  year  and  so  establishes' 
a  new  ‘high’.  Total  enrolments  are  1,877  compared  with  1,590 
for  1952-3  but  this  increase  is  largely  formal  rather  than  actual, 
being  attributable  to  changes  in  the  regulations  governing  re¬ 
registration.  A  better  index  of  the  increase  of  this  year  over  the) 
previous  one  is  provided  by  comparison  of  the  total  number  of 
students  paying  the  full  course  fee  of  $90;  viz.,  1,543  this  year, 
1,442  in  1952-3. 

Courses  in  Banking 

New  registrations  are  73,  the  number  of  previously  registered 
students  232.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1952-3  were  76  and 
264. 
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At  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  University  for  Associates* 
and  Fellows’  diplomas  in  June  1953  and  January  1954,  1,570  papers 
were  written.  One  hundred  and  one  candidates  qualified  as  As¬ 
sociates  and  22  as  Fellows.  In  1952-3  the  comparable  figures  were* 
153  and  25. 

Courses  for  the  Trust  Companies  Association  of  Ontario 

Registrations  at  142  are  23  per  cent  below  those  in  1952-3  while 
the  number  of  papers  written  in  the  examinations  remained  con¬ 
stant. 

Administration 

In  his  task  of  administering  these  courses  Professor  Leonard  has 
been  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Dorothy  Campbell  (who  succeeded 
Mrs  Bentley)  and  by  those  faithful  veterans  Mrs  Keenan,  Mrs 
Gorsline  and  Miss  Myrtle  King.  It  is  essential,  however,  that  he 
should  have  a  full-time  assistant  with  the  qualification  of  Chartered 
Accountant. 

Evening  Courses 

The  School  is  continuing  to  provide  evening  courses  in  business 
administration  to  groups  of  young  business  executives  in  Eastern 
Ontario.  In  the  session  just  ended  it  has  concluded  a  two-year 
course  at  Belleville  and  completed  the  first  year  of  a  two-year 
course  at  Cornwall.  A  request  has  already  been  received  for  the 
initiation  of  a  similar  course  at  another  out-of-town  centre  this  fall 
and  so  a  pattern  is  developing  of  two  such  courses  running  each 
year,  one  in  the  subjects  of  the  first  year,  the  other  in  the  subjects 
of  the  second  year.  It  would  seem  that  these  courses  are  meeting 
a  real  need. 

Department  of  Industrial  Relations 

Eighteen  students  were  registered  in  the  postgraduate  course 
in  industrial  relations.  Seventeen  of  these  students  had  done  their 
undergraduate  work  at  the  following  universities:  Queen’s,  13; 
Alberta,  1;  Western,  2;  British  Columbia,  1.  The  other  student  was 
sponsored  by  an  industrial  concern. 

The  usual  lecture  courses  were  given  to  senior  students  in  the 
School  of  Commerce  (20  persons),  in  the  Department  of  Economics 
( 19  persons),  and  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  (140  persons). 
Twelve  lectures  on  industrial  nursing  were  given  to  senior  students 
(18  persons)  in  the  School  of  Nursing. 
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During  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  the 
Department  also  gave  10  two-hour  lectures  on  Business  Adminis¬ 
tration  to  a  group  of  fifty  engineers  in  Belleville,  Ontario. 

Again  the  demand  for  persons  with  professional  training  in  indus¬ 
trial  relations  was  excellent.  It  was  not  possible  to  till  all  the 
vacancies. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Department  provided  many  inquirers 
with  information  about  labour  matters,  particularly  in  the  field  of 
collective  bargaining. 

Institute  of  Local  Government 

During  the  year,  the  study  of  single-enterprise  communities  in 
Canada,  carried  on  for  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation, 
was  completed.  The  Institute  continued  to  act  as  secretariat  for 
the  Ontario  Municipal  Association  and  the  Municipal  Clerks  and 
Finance  Officers  Association  of  Ontario  and  as  part  of  this  work 
sixteen  surveys  of  various  types  were  made  at  the  request  of  mem¬ 
ber  municipalities. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  Director’s  time  was  taken  up  by  the 
work  of  the  Ontario  Provincial-Municipal  Relations  Committee  of, 
which  he  is  a  member.  Assistance  was  given  to  the  Institute  of 
Municipal  Assessors  of  Ontario  in  the  preparation  of  an  in-service 
training  course  for  assessors.

The  School  of  Nursing 

Admissions  to  the  first  year  of  the  degree  course  numbered  12  this 
year  as  compared  to  26  last  year.  This  is  low.  The  26,  however, 
was  out  of  proportion  to  admissions  to  degree  courses  in  other 
university  schools  of  nursing.  We  would  like  to  attract  about  20 
good  applicants.  Discussions  with  guidance  personnel  and  stu¬ 
dents  in  collegiates  show  that  there  is  a  lack  of  information  about, 
or  understanding  of,  the  degree  programme.  More  understanding 
between  the  University  and  hospital  schools  of  nursing  could  in¬ 
crease  our  admissions.  Some  girls  who  would  benefit  from  the 
degree  programme  go  directly  into  a  hospital  school,  partly  because 
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of  lack  of  information  regarding  the  degree  course,  partly  because 
of  the  three-year  course  in  hospital.  Three  of  the  university  schools 
in  Canada  have  shortened  their  degree  course  to  four  years.  This 
may  become  a  problem  to  us.  Miss  Moulton  and  I  have  given 
considerable  thought  to  how  our  programme  could  be  shortened 
without  lowering  the  standard  of  graduates. 

Our  graduates  continue  to  be  much  in  demand.  We  are  pleased 
at  the  increased  number  of  our  teaching  graduates  who  are  being 
employed  in  the  Kingston  hospital  schools.  This  is  gratifying  for 
two  reasons:  one,  we  like  to  think  of  them  teaching  our  students; 
two,  it  increases  the  already  close  tie  we  have  with  these  schools. 

We  try  to  maintain  close  contact  with  our  graduates  and  through 
discussion  find  out  how  they  are  developing  and  whether  additions 
could  be  made  to  the  course  of  study.  The  addition  of  Psycho¬ 
logy  8  was  the  result  of  a  request  from  several  of  our  public  health 
nursing  graduates.  The  inclusion  was  also  a  suggestion  contained 
in  a  study  done  by  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association. 

One  of  our  first  graduates  in  public  health  nursing  will  go  to  the 
University  of  Toronto  next  fall  to  take  advanced  work  preparing; 
her  to  do  supervision  in  public  health  nursing. 

Contact  has  been  maintained  with  the  students  in  the  hospital 
portion  of  their  course.  Students  having  poor  standing  are  making 
every  effort  to  raise  their  standing-  Withdrawals  from  the  course 
are  few. 

A  year  ago  a  request  was  made  to  the  School  to  provide  a  con¬ 
ference  or  short  course  for  hospital  schools  of  nursing.  This  School 
feels  the  universities  have  a  responsibility  to  the  hospital  schools 
to  give  aid  with  staff  education.  Because  of  shortages  of  good 
teaching  personnel,  it  is  difficult  for  teachers  to  be  released  for 
postgraduate  study.  Strengthening  of  in-service  education  is  one 
way  of  helping  with  this  situation.  The  Conference  held  4-8  May 
on  ‘Principles  of  Curriculum  Development'  was  planned  to  open 
up  discussion  on  the  needs  of  the  hospital  schools,  and  if  the  re¬ 
quest  was  received,  provide  further  courses.  Planning  this  con¬ 
ference  has  been  very  valuable  for  Miss  Moulton  and  the  Director. 
We  have  visited  hospital  schools  in  Ontario,  Montreal,  and  Water- 
town.  The  Director  attended  the  Ontario  Hospital  Association 
meetings  and  found  out  what  administration  is  thinking  about 
nursing  education.  Our  membership  in  the  Conference  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Schools  of  Nursing  indicated  research  being  done  in  this  field. 
Our  study  and  discussion  was  valuable  for  our  own  curriculum 
as  well  as  pointing  out  needs  in  the  hospital  schools.  The  May 
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conference  was  well  attended  and  enthusiastically  received,  and  a 
unanimous  request  was  made  for  another  course  a  year  from  now. 

As  well  as  her  regular  teaching  programme,  Miss  Moulton  gave 
a  course  of  lectures  on  psychiatric  nursing  to  the  senior  students  at 
the  Kingston  General  Hospital.  She  also  acted  as  examiner  for  the 
Home  Nursing  Course  of  Saint  John’s  Ambulance  and  served  on 
the  executive  of  the  Canadian  Conference  of  University  Schools 
of  Nursing.  In  November,  Miss  Moulton  attended  a  two-week 
course  on  maternal  and  child  hygiene  sponsored  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Health.  This  opportunity  was  also  given  to  one  of  our  final- 
year  students  who  will  be  joining  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Kingston 
General  Hospital. 

The  Director  attended  in  April  a  conference  of  mental  health 
clinic  personnel  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  the 
Mental  Hygiene  Association.  The  Director  also  attended  the  Cana¬ 
dian  Nurses  Association  Biennial  in  June  as  a  delegate  from  the 
Local  Chapter  of  the  Registered  Nurses  Association. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  report  of  a  busy,  and  I  feel  suc¬ 
cessful  year.

The  Dean  of  Women 


Registration  was  somewhat  decreased  both  for  the  Summer  School 
of  1953  and  the  winter  session  1953-4. 

In  the  summer  Ban  Righ  Hall  with  its  Adelaide  Wing  accom¬ 
modated  the  women  students  in  academic  courses,  the  fine  arts  and 
the  School  of  English.  The  students  in  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Education  course  in  physical  education  were  placed  in  Baker 
and  Gordon  Houses  for  their  five-week  period.  The  lack  of  any 
serious  scholastic  intention  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  members 
of  the  School  of  English  was  a  source  of  great  concern  to  me  and 
of  annoyance  to  students  in  residence  working  seriously  with  ex¬ 
aminations  coming  immediately  after  mid-August.  This  led  me 
to  the  decision  that  in  future  an  annex  under  a  bilingual  warden 
should  be  provided  for  this  particular  group  of  students. 

The  registration  in  the  autumn  was  465  made  up  as  follows: 
Graduate  students,  9;  undergraduates  in  Arts,  343;  in  Commerce, 
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15;  in  Physical  Education,  44;  in  Applied  Science,  4;  in  Medicine,, 
23;  in  Nursing  Science,  27. 

With  the  loss  of  one  annex,  Muir  House,  and  some  rearrange¬ 
ment  of  rooms  in  Ban  Righ  Hall,  the  total  residence  accommoda¬ 
tion  was  252  this  session.  Every  woman  student  coming  to  Queen’s 
for  the  first  time  who  wanted  to  be  in  residence  was  given  a  place, 
but  a  large  number  of  upper-year  students  who  value  residence 
life  had  to  be  refused. 

During  its  ninth  year  of  operation  the  co-operative  residence, 
Boucher  House,  accommodated  21  students.  Some  146  were  in 
lodgings  and  46  lived  in  their  own  homes  in  Kingston. 

Student  health  was  on  the  whole  good,  but  minor  illnesses  of 
students  unable  to  be  about  for  two  or  three  days  impose  a  heavy 
load  on  the  Ban  Righ  Hall  resident  part-time  nurse.  My  warm 
thanks  are  due  to  her  and  to  the  medical  officer. 

Thanks  are  also  recorded  here  to  the  University  Chaplain;  to  the 
Levana  and  House  Council  officers  and  the  student  wardens;  to 
the  Ban  Righ  Board,  especially  the  Treasurer  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  House  Committee;  and  to  the  loyal  and  faithful  staff  in  Ban 
Righ  Hall.  The  dietitian,  Miss  I.  Thomas,  resigned  in  the  autumn 
term  in  order  to  intern  in  a  Toronto  hospital,  and  a  capable,  highly 
trained  graduate  of  the  National  College  of  Domestic  Science  in 
London,  Miss  M.  L’Estrange,  was  appointed- 

Residence  and  campus  life  was  enriched  by  the  presence  of 
women  students  from  China,  Peru,  Mexico,  Latvia,  Germany, 
Jamaica,  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain. 

An  innovation  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  this  session  was  to  invite  three 
or  four  members  of  the  teaching  staff  to  dinner  every  Thursday 
with  some  fifteen  students  invited  to  dine  with  them.  All  these 
met  in  the  Dean’s  room  before  dinner  and  other  students  were 
encouraged  to  join  the  group  for  coffee  in  the  lounge  after  dinner 
for  an  hour  of  informal  conversation.  The  selection  of  both  faculty 
and  student  guests  was  in  the  hands  of  a  small  committee  of  the 
Levana  Society. 

The  provision  of  a  spacious  recreation  room  in  the  basement  of 
Adelaide  Wing  was  much  appreciated.  The  non-resident  students 
enjoyed  more  facilities  in  Ban  Righ  Hall  this  session  than  has  been 
possible  in  previous  years. 

Another  innovation  was  the  invitation  extended  to  the  Artsmen 
to  use  the  Red  Room,  though  the  Levana  Society  retains  its  full 
control  of  that  room.  In  return  the  Arts  clubroom  became  a  co-ed 
study  room.

Of  this  total,  there  were  217  students  registered  in  non-credit 
courses,  principally  in  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  and  the  School  of 
English.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  non-credit  students  en¬ 
rolled  in  the  Summer  School  for  some  years. 

The  figures  for  Summer  School  this  year  show  a  definite  decrease 
in  numbers.  This  is  particularly  serious  when  it  is  found  that  the 
most  pronounced  decrease  is  in  the  number  or  first-year  students 
or  in  the  first-year  classes.  For  example,  English  2,  which  had  82 
students  in  Summer  School  1952,  dropped  to  only  32  in  1953. 

The  pronounced  decline  is  almost  entirely  due  to  the  abrupt 
change  in  the  requirements  for  the  Permanent  First  Class  Certificate 
for  Elementary  School  teachers.  For  a  number  of  years  prior  to 
1953,  teachers  needed  at  least  five  subjects  of  university  level  to 
complete  the  requirements  for  the  Permanent  First  Class  Certifi¬ 
cate.  Now  such  courses  are  not  required;  only  two  years  of  satis- 
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factory  teaching  experience  are  needed  to  qualify  for  this  certifi¬ 
cate. 

Many  of  our  Summer  School  and  extramural  students  first  regis¬ 
tered  here  with  the  intention  of  taking  only  five  courses.  After 
having  completed  that  number  of  courses  satisfactorily,  the  student 
was  encouraged  to  proceed  to  the  degree  level.  Now  many  teachers 
will  lack  the  incentive  to  begin  this  work  and  so  will  not  pro¬ 
ceed  to  the  degree.  Many  of  the  Summer  School  instructors  were 
definitely  of  the  opinion  that  the  quality  of  the  average  student 
was  higher  than  formerly.  Perhaps  the  removal  of  the  compulsion 
to  take  courses  may  effectively  screen  out  some  students  less  well 
adapted  for  university  work.  Another  force  which  may  become 
increasingly  potent  in  the  future  is  the  financial  increments  now 
offered  in  some  areas.  Many  of  the  municipal  boards  of  education 
grant  various  salary  increases  to  teachers  w'th  a  Bachelor’s  degree, 
or  with  credit  for  one  or  two  years’  university  work  or  even  a 
certain  amount  for  each  individual  course  satisfactorily  completed. 

In  a  time  of  extreme  scarcity  of  qualified  teachers,  it  is  perhaps 
too  much  to  hope  that  requirements  will  be  raised,  standards  main¬ 
tained,  and  teachers  expected  to  take  at  least  some  university  work.

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  revision  of  the  value  of 
these  awards  in  Summer  School.  None  of  the  prizes  exceed  $25 
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in  value  and  the  single  scholarship  is  worth  approximately  $56. 
With  the  total  number  of  extramural  and  Summer  School  students 
there  should  be  more  valuable  awards  and  scholarships  available 
to  them  to  encourage  the  better  students  to  continue  their  Univer¬ 
sity  courses. 

School  of  English 

The  School  of  English  was  most  efficiently  conducted  by  Dr 
Herman  L.  Tracy  who  has  been  especially  interested  in  this  School 
for  some  time.  Dr  Tracy's  keen  interest  in  the  Summer  School  and 
active  participation  in  all  of  the  campus  activities  contributed  a 
great  deal  not  only  to  the  success  of  the  School  of  English  but  also 
to  the  Summer  School  in  general. 

In  the  School  of  English,  57  students  were  registered,  of  whom 
10  took  only  the  three-week  course  and  5  more  did  not  receive 
diplomas  because  of  insufficient  attendance.  On  the  whole,  the 
students  were  very  diligent  and  responsive.  Mr  Jacques  Roussel 
of  Montreal  ably  acted  as  president  of  the  School.  Scholarships 
were  awarded  to  Mrs  Rose  Gyorgy  (Montreal),  Mr  Raymond 
Rheault  (St  John),  and  Mr  Fernand  Royer  (Quebec).  Runners- 
up  were  designated  in  the  following  order:  Mr  Jacques  Roussel, 
Miss  Irene  Couture,  Miss  Marie-Laure  Ranger,  Miss  Iolaine 
Legault. 

For  the  future,  it  is  suggested  that  a  small  group  of  the  ablest 
students  be  selected  at  the  beginning  of  the  course  for  special 
coaching  by  an  experienced  tutor.  They  might  be  excused  from 
the  lectures  (which,  though  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
majority,  may  be  too  elementary  for  a  few  who  are  already  more 
or  less  expert  in  English )  and  allowed  to  concentrate  on  pronuncia¬ 
tion,  idiom  and  writing. 

Queens  Summer  School  in  Bermuda 

An  entirely  new  venture  proved  to  be  highly  successful  with  the 
establishment  of  Summer  School  courses  in  Bermuda.  With  the 
able  assistance  of  Mr  C.  G.  G.  Gilbert,  Director  of  Education  in 
Bermuda,  and  the  generous  co-operation  of  the  Bermuda  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education,  it  was  possible  to  offer  two  courses  in  Hamilton, 
Bermuda. 

Psychology  2  was  presented  by  Dr  J.  M.  Blackburn,  Head  of 
the  Department  of  Psychology,  and  History  5  by  Dr  Geoffrey 
Seed.  A  total  of  23  students  was  registered  for  credit  in  these 
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courses  and  most  of  the  students  took  both  subjects.  The  courses 
were  given  over  the  same  period  of  time  and  with  the  same  number 
of  classes  as  in  the  regular  summer  school  with  two  hours  of  lec¬ 
ture  each  day. 

With  small  classes,  the  individual  attention  which  the  pro¬ 
fessors  were  able  to  give  and  the  industry  of  the  students,  the 
results  were  most  satisfactory.  It  is  planned  to  continue  this 
arrangement  in  successive  summers  with  two  University  staff  mem¬ 
bers  going  to  Bermuda  each  year  and  courses  presented  in  two 
different  subjects  on  a  regular  cycle-  It  is  expected  that  many  of 
these  students  will  take  extramural  courses  during  the  winter  and 
eventually  may  come  to  Queen’s  to  complete  their  requirements 
for  a  degree.  Nearly  all  of  the  registrants  are  teachers  in  the 
Bermuda  school  system. 

Physical  Education  Course 

Once  again  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education  presented  a 
course  in  physical  education  for  women  secondary  school  teachers. 
This  course  was  most  competently  directed  by  Miss  Ella  Sexton. 
The  group  of  some  50  young  women  contributed  a  good  deal  to 
the  campus  activities  during  their  five-week  stay  at  Queen’s. 

Film  Institute 

The  fifth  Annual  Institute  on  Films  and  Community  Leadership 
was  conducted  on  the  campus  from  24-29  July.  This  Institute  was 
of  an  advanced  type  and  was  very  successfully  directed  by  Mr  G. 
H.  Miller  of  the  Community  Programmes  Branch  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education. 

Rural  Short  Course 

A  short  course  in  objectives  and  methods  of  working  with  people 
in  rural  areas  was  presented  from  10-15  August.  It  was  conducted 
by  Dr  Helen  Abell,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Ottawa;  Dr 
Norman  High,  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  Guelph;  and  Dr  Olaf 
Larson,  Cornell  University.  This  course  brought  together  a  num¬ 
ber  of  leaders  in  various  organizations  and  government  departments 
concerned  with  the  problems  of  people  in  rural  areas.  It  was  the 
first  time  such  a  course  had  been  conducted  in  Ontario  and  it  was 
judged  to  be  extremely  satisfactory. 
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The  Municipal  Board  of  Education  of  Kingston  has  been  most 
generous  in  granting  the  use  of  classrooms  in  Victoria  School  for 
the  ballet  classes.  The  Ontario  Department  of  Education,  through 
the  Community  Programme  Branch,  lent  the  services  for  Mr  George 
Merton  and  Mr  John  McInnes  for  the  course  in  puppetry.  Mr 
John  Maycock,  President  of  the  Q  S  S  A,  and  his  able  executive 
officers  managed  all  of  the  Summer  School  student  activities  in 
a  very  efficient  and  pleasant  manner.  I  appreciate  personally 
their  close  co-operation  and  the  good  assistance  which  they  pro¬ 
vided  me  on  all  occasions  in  this,  my  first  year  as  Director.  Th© 
smooth  functioning  of  the  Summer  School  is  due  in  large  part  to 
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Q  S  S  A.  Her  continued  good  humour,  patience  and  efficiency  have 
contributed  a  great  deal  to  make  the  Queen’s  Summer  School  what 
it  is  at  present.

It  is  thus  seen  that  in  most  departments  the  majority  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  from  universities  other  than  Queen’s,  and  that  a  significant 
number  are  from  outside  Canada.  It  is  a  reasonable  expectation 
that  this  national  and  international  character  of  the  registration 
will  become  established  to  the  point  where  it  compares  favourably 
with  the  large  graduate  schools.  For  one  thing,  it  is  the  general 
practice  to  encourage  Queen’s  graduates  to  go  elsewhere  for  post¬ 
graduate  training.  Again,  it  is  generally  true  that  the  distinction 
and  achievements  of  the  personnel  of  the  departments  is  of  a 
character  to  attract  students  from  other  Canadian  universities  and 
from  abroad.  Furthermore,  there  are  some  departments,  which  by 
reason  of  the  size  of  staff,  and  because  of  special  facilities,  are 
widely  recognized  as  carrying  on  full-scale  programmes  of  graduate 
work  and  research  leading  to  the  doctorate. 

At  the  May  1954  Convocation  seven  men  received  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy.  Their  names,  with  the  titles  of  their  theses, 
follow.

Registration 

During  the  academic  year  1953-4,  the  total  number  of  individuals 
registered  through  the  Department  of  Extension  for  both  credit 
courses  and  non-credit  courses  was  1,712  persons.  This  includes 
466  students  who  were  in  attendance  at  Summer  School  for  credit 
courses  and  non-degree  credit  courses. 

It  is  pointed  out  in  another  part  of  this  report  under  the  Sum¬ 
mer  School  section  certain  important  changes  which  are  taking 
place  due  to  the  lowering  of  the  requirements  for  a  Permanent 
First  Class  Certificate.  Our  total  number  of  registrations  is  not 
much  less  than  the  previous  year  when  there  were  1,763  but 
there  is  a  very  pronounced  increase  in  the  numbers  in  non-credit 
courses  and  a  corresponding  reduction  in  the  numbers  taking 
credit  courses.  Of  the  total  years  registration,  992  persons  took 
credit  courses,  of  whom  429  were  registered  extramurally  during 
the  winter  in  contrast  to  471  the  previous  year.  The  most  drastic 
reduction  was  in  English  2  which  plummeted  in  one  year  from 
119  to  63  students.  Of  this  number  only  one  third  of  the  regis¬ 
trants  were  from  Ontario.  This  confirms  what  has  been  indicated 
in  other  courses,  that  the  greatest  reduction  has  been  among  On¬ 
tario  teachers. 

For  several  years,  there  have  been  approximately  60  new  reg¬ 
istrations  in  extramural  work  of  teachers  in  Ontario  each  year. 
This  past  session,  that  number  dropped  to  only  29  teachers. 

Alberta  still  remains  our  best  province  for  registrations  outside 
of  Ontario.  During  the  winter  session  there  were  116  students 
registered  extramurally  in  Alberta.  It  is  doubtful  how  long  we 
may  be  able  to  retain  such  a  large  enrolment  in  another  province 
when  other  universities  are  now  entering  the  correspondence 
education  field. 

As  these  factors  affect  our  registrations  so  seriously,  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  maintain  the  best  teaching  facilities,  efficient  correspond¬ 
ence  service,  high  academic  standards  and  to  provide  all  reason¬ 
able  aids  to  encourage  and  retain  our  extramural  students. 

Geographical  Zoning 

At  the  request  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  representatives  of 
the  six  Ontario  universities  met  on  several  occasions  to  consider 
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geographical  regions  in  which  the  universities  would  conduct 
local  extension  classes.  With  the  close  co-operation  of  the  uni¬ 
versities  concerned,  a  scheme  was  agreed  upon  whereby  extension 
lecture  courses  given  for  credit  would  be  limited  to  the  geograph¬ 
ical  region  near  that  university.  In  this  way,  it  is  hoped  to  avoid 
the  unnecessary  duplication  and  conflict  when  two  or  more  in¬ 
stitutions  have  offered  similar  courses  in  the  same  extension 
centre.  Starting  in  the  autumn  of  1954,  each  university  will  be 
responsible  for  its  own  particular  zone.  Students  may  take  courses; 
from  that  institution  and  transfer  the  credits  to  the  college  in 
which  they  are  registered.  This  will  apply  only  to  extension 
lecture  courses  given  by  members  of  the  regular  teaching  staff 
and  will  not  apply  to  correspondence  courses- 

Queen’s  will  have  a  large  section  of  Eastern  Ontario  under  its 
jurisdiction  but  most  of  the  region  is  lacking  in  larger  towns  or 
cities  suitable  for  extension  centres.  The  most  likely  centres  for 
development  are  Belleville,  Peterborough,  and  Port  Hope. 


Extension  Classes 

During  the  past  year  extension  lecture  credit  classes  have  been 
presented  in  both  Belleville  and  Peterborough.  Dr  J.  M.  Black¬ 
burn  lectured  in  Psychology  2.  Professor  Isabel  Laird  in  Educa¬ 
tional  Psychology  and  Dr  H.  W.  Hilborn  in  Spanish.  Close  co¬ 
operation  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  staff  is  essential  to  proper 
development  of  extension  centres  so  that  they  will  serve  as  sources 
of  supply  not  only  for  extramural  and  Summer  School  students 
but  intramural  students  as  well.  Peterborough  is  an  excellent 
area  for  development  but  some  difficulty  is  encountered  in  per¬ 
suading  staff  members  to  travel  that  far.  The  Port  Hope-Cobourg 
district  is  another  region  which  might  well  be  developed. 

Non-credit  courses  in  business  administration  have  been  most 
favourably  received.  A  two-year  course  of  20  lectures  each  winter 
was  completed  in  Belleville  this  spring  and  another  will  be  started 
there  in  the  fall  of  1954.  One  year  of  a  similar  course  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  Cornwall  and  will  be  concluded  next  year.  There  is  a 
greater  demand  for  such  courses  than  we  are  able  to  supply. 
Grateful  acknowledgment  must  be  made  to  Professors  R.  G.  H. 
Smails,  J.  C.  Cameron,  W.  G.  Leonard,  J.  L.  McDougall,  J. 
Meisel,  R.  J.  Hand,  and  J.  E.  Smyth,  who  presented  the  lectures 
in  these  courses. 
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There  is  a  very  real  need  for  a  satisfactory  correspondency 
course  in  business  administration.  Numerous  requests  are  received 
for  such  a  course,  especially  from  our  own  graduates  in  engine 
eering.  If  such  a  course  could  be  established,  we  would  be 
assured  of  good  enrolment. 


Evening  Classes 

Non-credit  evening  classes  were  given  on  the  campus  in  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  subjects.  Conversational  French  was  given  by  Madame  A. 
R.  C.  Duncan  and  a  course  on  Children  in  Action  was  presented 
by  Miss  Isabel  Laird.  A  course  in  Colour  Photography  by  Mr 
P.  H.  Mott  proved  very  popular. 

The  art  courses  presented  by  Mr  George  Swinton  drew  the 
largest  number  of  students  we  have  had  in  that  Department.  Both 
sections  of  the  evening  painting  classes  were  filled  and  it  was 
necessary  to  refuse  further  applications. 

A  new  course  in  Graphic  Arts  was  well  received,  as  was  the 
series  of  evening  lectures  on  What  is  Modern  Art?  There  was  a 
total  of  146  registrations  in  the  art  classes. 

Swimming  classes  in  the  Queen’s  pool  were  popular  again  this 
year  and  it  was  necessary  to  limit  the  enrolment  in  several  of  the 
groups.  The  instruction  was  given  by  Mr  A.  Lenard,  Mr  A. 
Gow,  and  Miss  Margaret  Hodgson- 

Special  Short  Courses  and  Conferences 

The  Ontario  Public  School  Men  Teachers’  Federation  conducted 
a  workshop  on  school  administration  for  some  60  principals  and 
teachers  from  10-28  August.  This  was  so  successful  that  plans 
have  been  made  for  a  larger  meeting  in  the  fall  of  1954. 

In  co-operation  with  National  Defence  Headquarters  and  Pro¬ 
fessor  F.  L.  Bartlett  two  courses  of  three  weeks’  duration  were 
arranged  for  Navy  personnel  on  advanced  coaching  and  offici- 
ating. 

A  short  course  in  objectives  and  methods  of  working  with  people 
in  rural  areas  was  sponsored  by  this  Department  and  held  on 
the  campus  from  10-15  August. 

The  Department  of  Extension  assisted  in  the  arrangements  for 
numerous  other  groups  such  as  the  Women’s  Institute,  Boy  Scout 
Commissioners,  Canadian  Congress  of  Labour,  Mathematical 
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Congress,  Federation  of  Film  Councils,  Guidance  Conference  and 
other  organizations  which  held  meetings  on  the  campus. 

Citizens ’  Forum 

A  new  undertaking  was  the  sponsorship  of  Citizens’  Forum  for 
Ontario.  Acknowledgment  is  due  Mrs  Lois  Ross  as  Provincial 
Secretary  for  Ontario.  She  prepared  and  delivered  a  short  radiQ 
talk  on  citizens’  opinions  after  each  broadcast.  This  office  com 
ducted  the  correspondence  and  mailed  several  hundred  pamphlets 
prior  to  each  of  the  23  broadcasts. 

Miss  Jane  Sherman  conducted  a  regular  Saturday  morning 
broadcast,  Rural  Review ,  which  was  sponsored  jointly  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Extension  and  the  Federation  of  Agriculture  in  the 
nearby  counties. 

Lectures 

With  the  able  assistance  of  Dr  H.  L.  Tracy,  lectures  were  given; 
in  all  of  the  teachers’  colleges  in  the  Province  with  the  exception 
of  the  Stratford  Teachers’  College.  These  lectures  have  proved 
to  be  a  valuable  means  of  interesting  new  teachers  in  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  and  advantages  of  taking  university  courses  extramurally. 

A  series  of  lectures  by  staff  members  was  arranged  for  the  in¬ 
mates  of  Kingston  Penitentiary  given  by  Professors  F.  L.  Bartlett, 
J.  M.  Blackburn,  A.  Edinborough,  G.  Swinton,  and  A.  S.  West. 
Apparently  both  the  audience  and  the  speakers  thoroughly  em 
joyed  these  talks. 

Kingston  Film  Council 

The  Film  Council  has  had  another  extremely  active  year  with 
an  increased  number  of  showings  to  a  larger  total  audience  than 
before.  The  University  has  sponsored  and  supported  the  Film 
Council  since  its  organization  10  years  ago.  Space  for  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  the  film  library  and  its  equipment  as  well  as  the  fulltime 
services  of  a  film  librarian  have  been  provided  by  the  University. 
It  has  served  as  a  worthwhile  project  in  which  the  University 
and  this  Department  have  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  the 
community. 

It  was  decided  this  spring  that  the  University  would  have  to* 
terminate  this  arrangement  and  that  the  Film  Council  should  find 
other  accommodation.  Now  that  the  Council  is  so  large,  active 
and  well  established  it  would  appear  that  the  City  of  Kingston/ 
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should  give  it  the  financial  support  necessary.  Miss  Kathleen 
Healey  has  been  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Kingston  Film/ 
Council  since  its  inception  and  is  largely  responsible  both  for 
the  considerable  success  which  it  has  attained  and  for  its  enviable 
reputation  which  is  known  throughout  the  Province. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Department  of  Extension  will  continue 
to  provide  audio-visual  services  to  any  of  the  departments  within 
the  University  which  may  require  films  or  projectors  for  classroom 
use  or  lectures. 

Acknowledgments 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr  F.  J.  Wilson  on  11  January  of  this  year.  Mr  Wilson  was  the 
senior  tutor  for  the  Department  of  Extension  and  had  been  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  University  for  many  years.  He  had  corrected 
thousands  of  essays  and  exercises  in  the  fields  of  History,  English, 
Economics  and  Politics  and  was  known  to  hundreds  of  our  gradu¬ 
ates  from  his  comments  on  their  papers.  His  death  leaves  a  gap 
which  cannot  be  filled. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  for  the  loyal  support  of  an  efficient 
office  staff, especially  the  senior  member,  Miss  Mary  Andrews.  My 
particular  thanks  for  invaluable  aid  and  friendly  co-operation  at 
all  times  are  due  to  Miss  Kathleen  L.  Healey,  Assistant  Director 
of  Extension.  Her  loyal  devotion,  administrative  ability  and  un¬ 
ceasing  efforts  have  done  much  for  Queen’s  University,  the  Summer 
School  and  the  Department  of  Extension.

The  Librarian 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  following  report  on  the  work 
of  the  library  for  the  session  1953-4. 

The  Late  Donald  M.  McNicol 

The  library  suffered  the  loss  of  a  warm  friend  and  benefactor 
in  the  death,  on  17  September  1953,  of  Mr  Donald  Munroe 
McNicol  of  Roselle  Park,  New  Jersey.  Donor  of  the  McNicoli 
Collection  of  books  and  manuscripts  on  telegraphy,  telephony. 
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and  radio  communication,  Mr  McNicol  for  a  number  of  years  had 
been  an  annual  visitor  to  the  Douglas  Library.  In  addition  to 
augmenting  his  own  collection,  he  made  generous  gifts  of  books 
in  electrical  engineering  for  the  library  in  Fleming  Hall. 


Medical  Library 

In  June  1953  the  Atkinson  Charitable  Foundation  of  Toronto 
made  a  grant  of  $38,400  for  the  new  Medical  Library.  Of  this 
amount,  the  sum  of  $11,000  is  for  purchase  and  binding  of  back 
files  of  medical  journals,  $12,400  for  equipment,  and  $15,000  over 
five  years  to  provide  additional  medical  library  personnel.  As  a 
temporary  measure,  the  University  reconditioned  the  basement 
and  first  floor  of  the  central  block  of  Summerhill  (the  former 
Principal’s  residence)  for  housing  the  medical  library.  By  the 
opening  of  term  the  basement  rooms  were  equipped  with  steel 
stacks;  a  men’s  washroom  was  installed,  a  new  outside  stairway 
was  built  to  provide  an  entrance  from  the  medical  quadrangle, 
and  the  entire  first  floor  was  redecorated.  The  library  now  comprises 
the  following  rooms  all  fully  equipped:  general  reading  room, 
library  office,  periodicals  room,  reference  room,  faculty  reading 
room  with  adjacent  stacks  for  twenty-year  files  of  bound  periodi¬ 
cals.  Deposit  libraries  in  the  various  medical  departments  have 
been  discontinued  and  all  holdings  centralized.  Use  of  the  medi¬ 
cal  library  has  greatly  increased  with  more  efficient  service  to 
students,  research  workers,  and  faculty.  A  Medical  Library  Ad¬ 
visory  Committee  was  set  up  as  a  sub-committee  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Curators  and  has  dealt  effectively  with  various  adminis¬ 
trative  problems. 

In  October  Miss  Deborah  Bogue  succeeded  Miss  A.  Gibson 
as  Medical  Librarian,  and  has  been  assisted  by  Mr.  J.  J.  Van 
Weringh. 


Biology  Library 

The  space  in  the  Old  Arts  Building  vacated  by  the  Medical 
Library  was  taken  over  by  the  Biology  Department  as  a  depart¬ 
mental  library.  Transference  of  books  and  journals  from  the 
Douglas  Library  has  helped  to  relieve  congestion  in  the  main; 
stacks.  It  has  also  entailed  setting  up  a  new  card  catalogue  for 
Biology,  a  project  on  which  the  cataloguing  department  has  been 
working  steadily  during  ‘the  year. 
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Geology  Library 

The  condition  of  the  departmental  library  for  geological  sci¬ 
ences  in  Miller  Hall  has  been  a  matter  of  concern  for  several 
years.  Congestion  has  now  reached  a  critical  point  and  remedial 
action  must  soon  be  undertaken.  The  Librarian,  in  consultation 
with  the  department,  has  proposed  alternative  solutions— equip¬ 
ping  the  reading  room  with  double-tiered  stacks,  or  using  part 
of  the  space  on  the  ground  floor  now  occupied  by  the  museum. 

Douglas  Library  Reconversion 

Final  plans  for  reconditioning  the  Douglas  Library  when  the 
university  administrative  offices  are  withdrawn  were  formulated 
after  prolonged  discussion  at  several  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Library  Curators  and  submitted  to  the  architect,  Mr  David 
Shennan  of  Montreal.  Work  on  the  project  is  scheduled  to  begin; 
in  the  late  spring  or  early  summer. 

Gifts  and  Benefactions 

Over  one  thousand  volumes  were  donated  to  the  library  during 
the  year  by  a  large  number  of  donors  to  each  of  whom  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  our  appreciation  has  been  made.  We  take 
this  opportunity  of  reiterating  our  sincere  thanks. 

Special  commendation  is  due  to  the  graduating  class  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  for  presenting  a  complete  set  of  the  Modern  Lib¬ 
rary  published  by  Random  House.  This  set  has  been  placed  on/ 
open  shelves  in  the  reading  room.  Although  many  of  the  titles) 
duplicate  books  already  in  the  library,  their  new  look’  and  modern 
format  have  kept  them  in  steady  circulation. 

Dr  Lorne  Pierce  has  added  some  fifty  items  to  the  Lome  Pierce 
Collection  of  Canadiana,  including  autograph  letters,  historical 
documents  and  a  complete  set  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Literary 
and  Historical  Society  of  Quebec,  second  series. 

Mr  Fred  Ketcheson  of  Richmond  Hill,  who  from  time  to  time 
has  generously  donated  various  items  to  our  Morris  Collection 
(  William  Morris,  1786-1858,  first  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Queens  University),  presented  an  ALS  of  Major/ 
John  Richardson  to  William  Morris,  dated  Montreal,  13  October 
1847. 
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Through  the  generosity  of  the  Arthur  family,  Dr  A.  R.  M. 
Lower  acquired  for  the  library  twenty  items  from  the  Sir  George 
Arthur  Papers.  These  include  autograph  letters  of  Sir  George, 
Lord  John  Russell,  Lord  Glenelg,  and  other,  several  official 
commissions  signed  by  Queen  Victoria,  and  the  original  Letters) 
Patent  under  the  Privy  Seal  commissioning  Lord  Durham  as 
Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of  Upper  Canada,  30 
March  1838. 

Dr  Graham  Bertram  of  Dundas  has  given  expert  philatelic 
advice  on  the  Austin  Stamp  Collection  and  has  underwritten  the 
cost  of  having  the  collection  newly  classified  by  Mr  A.  H.  Ward 
of  Ottawa  and  remounted  in  special  albums.  He  also  secured  for 
the  library  archives,  from  Mrs  H.  H.  Pirie  of  Dundas,  a  series  of 
photographs  of  Queen’s  football  teams,  1884-7- 

Dr  W.  P.  Dobson  donated  a  bound  set  of  the  Transactions  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers  to  the  Fleming  Hall 
library. 

When  the  travelling  exhibit  of  British  books,  sponsored  by  the 
British  Council,  was  dispersed  the  library  was  presented  with 
upwards  of  100  volumes  chiefly  scientific  and  medical. 

Judge  A.  Gray  Farrell  of  Toronto  donated  several  volumes; 
published  by  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Record  Society,  in  addition  to  sets 
of  Balzac  (English  translation)  Great  Events  by  Famous  His* 
torians  and  the  Universal  World  Classics. 

From  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr  J.  E.  Plunkett,  the  library  re¬ 
ceived  back  files  of  Annual  Review  of  Physiology  and  Annual 
Review  of  Biochemistry. 

The  Kingston  Whig-Standard  donated  twenty-five  positive  micro¬ 
film  copies  of  early  volumes  of  the  Daily  British  Whig  and  the 
Standard  in  return  for  having  been  granted  permission  to  have 
the  original  volumes  in  the  Douglas  Library  photogaphed  to 
complete  the  company’s  film  files. 

Research  Resourses 

Through  the  vigilance  of  Dr  Waldo  Smith,  who  was  commis¬ 
sioned  while  in  England  to  attempt  to  fill  certain  gaps  in  our 
Public  Record  Office  publications,  292  volumes  were  purchased 
from  second-hand  dealers  and  from  the  Record  Office.  We  now 
have  a  virtually  complete  run  of  government  records  for  English 
and  Scottish  history  of  the  medieval  and  Tudor  periods.  Somej 
lacunae  remain  in  the  records  1603-80.  These  we  hope  also  to 
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fill.  Another  major  acquisition  in  the  general  field  of  British 
history  is  The  Complete  Peerage,  or  a  history  of  the  House  of 
Peers  and  all  its  members  from  the  earliest  time,  13  vols.  Our 
bibliographic  holdings  have  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
O.  Lorenz:  Catalogue  de  la  librairie  frangaise,  1840-1925,  34  vols; 
Author  Catalogue  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  supplement  1948-52; 
World  List  of  Scientific  Periodicals,  revised  edition,  1952. 

Long  runs  of  the  following  periodicals  were  added  during  the 
year:  Japanese  Journal  of  Mathematics,  Journal  of  Farm  Econo¬ 
mics,  Kant  Studien.  We  now  subscribe  to  the  microfilm  edition 
of  the  New  York  Times  and  have  acquired  back  files  since  1950  at 
which  time  we  ceased  to  bind  the  annual  volumes.  Files  of  the 
Manchester  Guardian ,  1938-52,  were  microfilmed  during  the 
summer. 

The  personal  library  of  Dr  G.  M.  Stirrett  comprising  an  im¬ 
portant  collection  of  books,  journals  and  offprints  in  entomology 
was  purchased  for  the  Biologv  Department. 

Reports  of  the  Divisions 

Acquisition  and  Inter-Library  Service 

Mrs  H.  A.  Elliott,  head  of  the  division,  reports  a  record  num¬ 
ber  of  books  ordered  and  received.  Exchanges  with  other  libraries 
have  increased  and  more  journals  have  been  bound  than  in  former 
years. 

Care  has  been  taken  to  make  the  library  book  budget  stretch 
as  far  as  possible  by  purchasing  to  the  best  advantage.  Mark-ups; 
on  British  books  have  long  been  a  point  of  contention  between; 
librarians  and  Canadian  distributors.  The  latter  claim  that  they 
cannot  stock  books  which  have  a  limited  market  unless  they  raise 
the  British  publishers’  prices,  and  that  the  profits  so  made  help 
to  support  publication  of  Canadian  books.  Thus,  if  all  libraries; 
dealt  with  British  firms  directly,  by-passing  the  Canadian  agen¬ 
cies,  fewer  Canadian  books  could  be  published.  The  librarian, 
on  the  other  hand,  wants  to  buy  as  many  books  as  he  can  on  the 
funds  at  his  disposal.  When  the  mark-up  is  not  excessive,  the 
convenience  of  quicker  delivery  (if  the  book  is  in  stock)  and 
avoidance  of  customs  clearance  help  to  offset  the  higher  price 
to  the  library,  but  when  the  Canadian  price  is  so  high  that  two 
books  could  be  imported  from  Great  Britain  for  the  price  of  one 
from  a  Canadian  agent,  the  librarian  must  draw  the  line.  In 
making  price  comparisons  for  every  British  book  ordered,  our 
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acquisitions  librarian  has  saved  much  money  by  increasing  the 
number  of  books  ordered  from  the  United  Kingdom,  at  the  same 
time  supporting  the  Canadian  market  when  the  price  levels  are 
reasonable. 

In  addition  to  the  ordering  of  books,  the  work  of  the  acquisitions 
division  includes  keeping  subscriptions  up  to  date,  checking  in 
mail  and  the  multiple  university  exchanges,  negotiating  inter- 
library  and  extramural  loans,  checking  and  dispatching  annual 
journal  files  to  outside  binderies,  answering  a  steady  stream  of 
telephone  inquiries  or  routing  them  to  the  department  concerned, 
accounting  for  all  expenditures  and  submitting  monthly  state¬ 
ments  to  all  university  departments,  mimeographing  the  monthly 
book  lists  and  other  library  notices,  ordering  and  maintaining; 
stock  of  all  library  supplies. 

Under  Mrs  Elliott  are  two  full-time  and  three  part-time  as¬ 
sistants,  who  are  commended  for  their  loyal  support. 

Cataloguing  Division 

Miss  Shirley  Courtis,  who  resigned  in  June,  was  succeeded  in 
August  by  Mr  Blair  Wilmot,  a  former  member  of  the  cataloguing 
department,  1941-2,  who  left  to  join  the  R  C  A  F.  We  are  glad 
to  welcome  back  Mr  Wilmot  whose  varied  library  experience  and 
outstanding  ability  make  him  a  valuable  addition  to  the  cata¬ 
loguing  division. 

Miss  Jessie  Dyde,  head  of  the  division,  reports  as  follows:  ‘Dup¬ 
licate  entries  for  the  books  in  the  music  library  have  been  typed 
and  the  cards  filed  in  the  main  catalogue,  which  is  now  a  unit 
catalogue  for  all  holdings  in  the  humanities.  “See”  references  have 
been  made  for  the  catalogue  in  Gordon  Hall.  One  of  the  major 
projects  of  the  year  has  been  the  making  of  a  catalogue  for  the 
new  Biology  departmental  library  for  which,  to  date,  well  over 
4,000  cards  have  been  typed.  My  thanks  to  Miss  Kelley,  Mr 
Wilmot  and  Miss  King  for  a  good  year’s  work.’ 

Government  Documents  Division 

Mr  Douglas  Fisher  resigned  at  the  end  of  July  to  become 
Librarian  of  the  Lakehead  Technical  Institute.  A  specialist  in 
government  documents  appointed  to  replace  him  was  obliged  for 
personal  reasons  to  withdraw  shortly  before  term  opened. 

In  this  emergency,  Miss  Joyce  Woodside,  sessional  lecturer  in 
German,  was  appointed  acting-head  of  the  division  on  a  part-time 
basis,  assisted  by  Mr  William  Earl,  also  part-time.  In  February 
Mr  John  Moir,  M.A.,  a  former  archivist  in  the  Ontario  Depart- 
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ment  of  Archives  and  Public  Records,  was  appointed  Documents 
Librarian  with  special  responsibility  for  archives,  his  appointment 
to  take  effect  17  May. 

Loan  and  Reference  Division 

The  amalgamation  of  the  Circulation  and  Reserved  Books  de¬ 
partments  under  Miss  Melva  Eagleson  has  made  for  greater 
efficiency  of  service.  Miss  Blake  and  Mrs  Washington  at  the 
Circulation  desk,  Miss  Parker  and  Miss  Macpherson  at  Reserve 
have  worked  harmoniously  together,  taking  various  duties  in  turn- 
The  division  will  be  further  strengthened  next  year  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  to  take  effect  1  July,  of  Miss  Hilary  Cook  as  senior 
professional  assistant. 

The  hand-operated  book  lift,  which  has  never  been  adequate  to 
the  heavy  use  made  of  it,  twice  broke  down  completely  and  had 
to  remain  out  of  commission  until  repairs  could  be  made.  Use 
of  the  university  Post  Office  for  delivery  of  books  to  departmental 
libraries  and  to  members  of  faculty  was  strictly  curtailed  by  order 
of  the  Treasurer’s  Office.  This  has  entailed  inconvenience,  especially 
to  members  of  the  history  department  who  have  advocated  some 
alternative  form  of  messenger  service. 

The  volume  of  reference  work  continues  to  mount.  We  have 
discontinued  the  practice  of  keeping  statistics  for  the  number  of 
reference  and  ‘search’  questions  asked  as  these  bear  little  relation 
to  the  actual  work  of  the  division.  A  single  question  may  involve 
more  research  than  a  score  of  other  questions,  the  answers  to 
which  are  readily  available.  In  addition  to  serving  students  and 
faculty,  the  reference  section  has  answered  many  outside  inquiries 
and  assisted  visiting  research  workers.

The  Committee  on  Scientific  Research 


During  the  past  year  scientific  research  in  the  University  has 
increased  both  in  tempo  and  scope  in  part  as  a  result  of  substantial 
financial  support,  making  possible  the  addition  of  much  modern  and 
essential  laboratory  equipment,  and  also  due  to  the  appreciable 
growth  in  numbers  of  graduate  students  proceeding  to  higher  de¬ 
grees.  The  prime  impetus,  however,  for  advances  in  this  field  of 
endeavour,  must  continue  to  come  from  the  unflagging  interest 
and  enthusiasm  of  individual  members  of  staff,  despite  the  too- 
crowed  academic  session  and,  in  many  cases,  the  lack  of  ade¬ 
quate  technical  and  even  clerical  assistance. 

As  in  past  years  numerous  research  organizations,  federal,  pro- 
vincial  and  private,  have  continued  to  support  projects  in  all 
departments  conducting  scientific  projects  in  the  University  to 
various  degrees.  The  vital  importance  of  assured  and  continued 
assistance  of  this  type  cannot  be  stressed  too  greatly.  In  many 
cases  the  necessity  of  research  workers  having  to  plan  programmes 
on  a  year  to  year  basis  is  still  a  decided  handicap  and  sets  an 
unfortunate  limit  on  the  scope  of  many  investigations. 

Financial  assistance  made  available  to  this  committee  for  the 
support  of  scientific  research  by  the  McLaughlin  Foundation  is 
proving  invaluable  both  for  new  members  of  staff  initiating  re¬ 
search  and  for  others  whose  needs  cannot  always  be  met  elsewhere. 
It  is  also  proving  of  special  importance  for  the  assistance  of  gradu¬ 
ate  students  by  enabling  them  either  to  bring  their  projects  to  a 
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successful  conclusion  during  the  summer  months,  or,  as  in  the  case 
of  doctorate  candidates,  to  continue  their  research  uninterruptedly 
between  sessions. 

Looking  to  the  future  support  and  continued  stimulation  of  re¬ 
search  in  all  scientific  departments,  aside  from  the  demand  for 
improved  instruments  and  those  of  new  design,  for  expendable 
supplies  and  temporary  student  assistance,  two  needs  should  be 
stressed.  One  of  these  is  for  sufficient  endowment  to  permit  the 
permanent  appointment  of  senior  research  assistants,  at  least  in 
some  fields.  The  other  is  for  more  clerical  assistance  in  the  handling 
of  research  grants.  Both  would  be  obvious  boons  and  either  or 
both  will  allow  more  time  and  thought  to  be  put  where  it  should, 
on  the  direction  of  the  research  and  the  preparation  of  scientific* 
papers  embodying  the  results.  Both  would  greatly  improve  the 
efficiency  of  university  research. 

The  following  paragraphs  summarize  the  more  outstanding  ac^ 
complishments  and  advances  made  in  the  scientific  departments 
throughout  the  year. 

Research  in  the  Sciences 

Biology 

Research  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Biology 
was  conducted  in  entomology,  limnology,  pathology  of  hardwoods, 
plant  physiology,  soils  and  terrestrial  animal  ecology.  The  projects 
and  their  nature  are  set  forth  below. 

Entomology  (A.  S.  West):  The  serological  precipitin  test.  Per¬ 
fection  of  means  of  detecting  feeding  habits  (prey)  of  predatory 
insects;  reaction  to  mosquito  bites.  Isolation  of  the  active  principle 
involved. 

Limnology  (J.  R.  Vallentyne):  Identification  of  sugars,  plant 
pigments  and  other  constituents  of  lake  sediments.  A  microfossil 
analysis  of  sediment-  Design  and  construction  of  a  sediment  sam¬ 
pler. 

Pathology  of  Hardwoods  (H.  M.  Good):  The  nature  and  signi¬ 
ficance  of  stain  in  maple;  successions  of  fungi  on  the  surfaces  of 
wounds;  physiology  of  conidia  of  Sclerotinia. 

Plant  Physiology  (G.  Krotkov):  Synthesis  and  hydrolysis  of 
sucrose  in  leaves.  Biochemistry  and  physiology  of  Canadian  woods. 
Degradation  and  metabolism  of  radioactive  asparagine.  Biosyn¬ 
thesis  of  radioactive  glutamine.  Synthesis  of  starch  in  plants. 
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Soils  (R.  O.  Earl):  Extraction  from  barren  soil  and  concentra¬ 
tion  of  a  substance  which  inhibits  the  growth  of  roots. 

Terrestrial  Animal  Ecology  (J.  F.  Bendell):  Life  history  and 
population  dynamics  of  the  sooty  grouse-  Biological  survey  of  ter¬ 
restrial  vertebrates  at  Lake  Opinicon.  Study  of  population  growth 
and  behaviour  of  small  mammals  placed  on  islands. 

This  work  has  been  supported  by  Queen’s  University,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Research  Council,  the  Research  Council  of  Ontario,  and  the 
Defence  Research  Board. 

Chemistry 

The  appointment  of  Dr  J.  K.  N.  Jones  as  Chown  Science  Research 
Professor  is  a  very  important  event  for  the  Department  of  Chemis¬ 
try.  Dr  Jones  came  to  Queen’s  in  October  1953  from  the  University 
of  Bristol  where  together  with  his  earlier  work  at  Birmingham  and 
Manchester  he  had  established  for  himself  an  international  reputa¬ 
tion  in  the  field  of  carbohydrate  chemistry.  On  his  arrival  in 
Kingston  he  plunged  immediately  into  a  continuation  of  his  work 
and  it  is  expected  that  with  the  aid  of  increasing  numbers  of  re¬ 
search  students  his  researches  will  be  greatly  expanded  and  will 
make  Queen’s  an  important  centre  of  carbohydrate  research. 

The  structure  and  mode  of  origin  of  naturally  occurring  sugars* 
and  polysaccharides  is  a  subject  of  much  interest  on  account  of 
the  importance  of  these  substances  in  the  fields  of  biology,  medicine, 
and  chemical  industry.  The  overall  objective  of  the  researches 
that  Dr  Jones  is  pursuing  is  the  determination  of  the  manner  in 
which  sugars  are  formed  in  nature  and  the  manner  in  which  these 
substances  are  converted  into  wood  and  straw.  Two  methods 
in  particular  are  being  used  in  the  attack  on  this  problem;  namely, 
to  study  the  nature  of  the  products  formed  when  complex  sub¬ 
stances,  e.g.  linseed  mucilage,  are  degraded;  and,  secondly,  to 
build  up  substances  of  large  molecular  weight  from  smaller  frag¬ 
ments  either  by  purely  chemical  means  or  by  the  actions  of  enzymes., 

Other  members  of  the  department  have  either  pursued  former 
lines  of  work  or  developed  attacks  on  new  problems.  Thus  Dr 
McRae  has  continued  work  on  the  synthesis  of  substances  of  a 
certain  type  that  may  have  oestrogenic  properties.  Dr  Frost  is< 
directing  the  work  of  a  number  of  research  students,  some  of  whom 
are  engaged  on  the  study  of  various  aspects  of  the  behaviour  of 
hydrocarbons,  particularly  in  the  compounds  which  they  form  with 
urea  and  in  their  behaviour  observed  when  various  pairs  of  these 
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compounds  are  subjected  to  alternate  freezing  and  solidification—- 
a  topic  directly  related  to  the  behaviour  of  petroleum  fractions 
used  as  lubricants,  etc.  Still  other  students  are  studying  processes 
connected  with  the  loss  of  water  when  hydrated  salts  such  as  Epsom 
salt  are  heated.  The  heat  capacity  of  the  salts  thus  formed  is  of 
considerable  interest. 

Dr  Smith  has  continued  his  researches  in  photochemistry  and 
as  well  has  begun  an  investigation  into  certain  phenomena  exhibited 
by  complex  ions. 

Dr  Morn  has  studied  the  synthesis  of  certain  acids  related  to 
those  produced  in  the  degradation  of  the  alkaloid  cularine  with  a 
view  to  the  proof  of  the  nature  of  these  substances. 

Geological  Sciences 

With  an  increase  in  the  number  of  graduate  students  whose  field 
studies  have  taken  them  into  most  of  the  provinces  of  Canada,  as 
has  that  of  several  members  of  staff,  research  in  the  geological  scL 
ences  has  been  highly  diversified  and  has  included  the  economic 
geology  and  origin  of  iron  ores  in  Labrador  (M.  M.  Fitzpatrick), 
Northern  Quebec  and  Ontario  (Dr  A.  W.  Joliffe),  uranium  de¬ 
posits  in  Saskatchewan  and  lead  in  British  Columbia  (Dr  J.  W. 
Ambrose  ) ;  structural  problems  in  the  Pre-cambrian;  industrial 
minerals,  such  as  cyanite  in  Ontario;  the  correlation  of  coal  beds 
in  Nova  Scotia  (Dr  J.  E.  Hawley)  and  stratigraphic  studies  in 
Alberta  and  the  Rocky  Mountains  (Dr  J.  L.  Usher). 

Laboratory  studies  have  been  continued  on  the  geochemistry  of 
the  platinum  metals,  the  synthesis  and  X-ray  study  of  platinum 
metal  tellurides,  and  on  the  trace  element  distribution  in  granitic 
batholiths  and  in  alteration  zones  in  and  near  ore  deposits  of  dif¬ 
ferent  types,  under  the  direction  of  Dr  Hawley. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Atkinson  Foundation  the  Miller 
X-ray  and  Spectrographic  Laboratory  of  the  department  has  been 
further  modernized  by  the  purchase  of  a  new  X-ray  unit  with  a 
wide-range  spectrometer-goniometer  and  fluorescence  attachment. 
Petrofabric  studies  of  rocks  have  been  made  with  this  unit  by  T. 
Podolsky,  and  rapid  analyses  have  been  carried  out  on  ores  and 
concentrates  containing  the  rare  earth  elements,  as  well  as  uranium, 
thorium,  and  many  other  metals  such  as  columbium  and  tantalum, 
which  are  most  difficult  to  analyze  by  conventional  chemical 
methods.  This  equipment  admirably  complements  our  spectro¬ 
graphic  laboratory  which  has  continued  to  receive  support  from  the 
Research  Council  of  Ontario  and  the  Geological  Survey  of  Canada, 
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so  that  it  is  now  possible  to  make  rapid  quantitative  spectrochemical 
and  X-ray  analyses  of  most  of  the  elements  occurring  in  ores  and 
silicate  or  other  rocks,  a  service  of  immense  value  in  all  geological 
problems  of  a  chemical  nature.  The  new  unit  is  also  proving  of 
great  aid  to  other  departments  such  as  Metallurgy,  for  the  analyses 
of  mill  products  and  concentrates  of  radioactive  and  columbium 
ores  of  Eastern  Ontario. 

Physics 

The  70  Mev.  electron  synchrotron  is  being  used  in  a  study  of  the 
interactions  of  high  energy  X-rays  with  the  electrons  and  nuclei  of 
atoms.  With  the  aid  of  thimble  chambers,  the  ionization  in  the! 
X-ray  beam  has  been  measured  as  a  function  of  depth  in  water. 
Such  information  is  necessary  for  an  appraisal  of  these  high  energy 
X-rays  as  a  therapeutic  agent.  The  shape  of  the  X-ray  spectrum 
is  needed  in  all  studies  with  the  synchrotron.  An  electromagnet 
weighing  seven  tons  is  being  constructed;  it  will  be  used  as  a  pair 
spectrometer  to  explore  the  X-ray  spectrum.  Modern  techniques 
are  being  applied  in  a  detailed  study  of  nuclear  effects  produced  by 
the  X-rays.  The  angular  and  energy  distributions  of  the  protons 
knocked  out  of  nuclei  are  being  obtained  from  the  proton  tracks 
recorded  in  nuclear  emulsions.  The  angular  distribution  of  neu^ 
trons  ejected  from  nuclei  is  being  explored  with  a  scintillation 
counter.  The  total  yields  of  neutrons  are  being  measured  after 
the  neutrons  have  been  slowed  down  to  thermal  energies  when 
their  detection  becomes  easy  by  standard  methods.  The  radioac¬ 
tivities  induced  by  the  X-rays  in  thin  foils  of  many  elements  are 
being  measured  absolutely  with  proportional  counters  having  4 ?r 
geometry.  This  programme  of  research  is  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr  B.  W.  Sargent. 

Dr  D.  T.  Roberts  has  applied  radiochemical  methods  to  the 
separation  of  radioactively-pure  isotopes  of  copper  and  nickel  from 
zinc  after  its  irradiation  with  the  X-rays  from  the  synchrotron. 
The  energies  of  the  gamma  rays  of  Cu67  and  Ni66  produced  in  this 
way  have  been  measured  with  a  scintillation  spectrometer. 

Dr  L.  E.  H.  Trainor  has  carried  out  a  theoretical  investigation^ 
of  many-body  exchange  forces  in  nuclei.  Predicted  systematics  in> 
the  beta-decay  of  medium-light  nuclei  are  found  to  be  in  agree¬ 
ment  with  experiment. 

The  synchrotron  programme  has  been  generously  supported  by 
grants  from  the  Atomic  Energy  Control  Board,  National  Research 
Council,  National  Cancer  Institute  of  Canada,  and  the  University. 
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Medical  Sciences 

*  .  » 

Active  investigations  have  been  pursued  in  the  Medical  Faculty 
in  the  clinical  as  well  as  the  fundamental  fields.  Dr  W.  F.  Connell, 
Dr  J.  M.  R.  Beveridge  and  Dr  R.  H.  More  have  directed  studies  in 
atherosclerosis.  Dr  R.  R.  MacGregor  has  investigated  the  strains 
of  bacteria  responsible  for  infantile  gas tro -enteritis.  A  cardio¬ 
pulmonary  research  laboratory  has  been  set  up  in  the  Kingston 
General  Hospital  for  the  researches  of  Dr  H.  G.  Kelly,  Dr  D.  L. 
Wilson  and  Dr  J.  D.  Hatcher  into  physiological  and  metabolic 
aspects  of  cardiovascular  disease.  Dr  W.  A.  Jones,  with  Dr  W.  D. 
Hay,  has  completed  studies  in  the  incidence  of  histoplasmosis,  a 
pulmonary  infection  with  a  fungus  sometimes  mistaken  for  tuber¬ 
culosis  or  cancer,  and  has  described  a  radiographic  method  of 
diagnosing  the  disease.  Dr  J.  Wyllie  has  examined  the  relation 
of  lead  poisoning  to  the  excretion  of  urinary  porphyrins,  and  has 
devised  a  technique  for  measuring  minute  quantities  of  substances 
in  blood  and  cerebral  spinal  fluild  of  patients  who  suffer  from 
disseminated  sclerosis. 

Several  studies  have  been  made  in  the  field  of  cancer.  Dr  John 
Wyllie  has  continued  a  statistical  study  of  cancer  mortality  in 
Canada.  Dr  G.  M.  Brown  investigated  the  process  of  abnormal 
red  blood  cell  destruction  in  cancer.  Dr  E.  M.  Robertson  hasi 
commenced  a  careful  study  of  means  of  detecting  early  cancer  of 
the  uterus.  Dr  H.  D.  McEwen  and  Dr  E.  M.  Boyd  have  examined 
the  storage  of  water  and  lipids  in  organs  and  tissues  of  cancer¬ 
bearing  rats.  Dr  D.  L.  Wilson  and  Dr  G-  F.  Kipkie  have  tested  the 
cancer-exciting  properties  of  radioactive  iodine  on  the  thyroid 
gland  of  the  rat.  Dr  R.  H.  More  has  attempted  to  create  immunity 
to  cancer  experimentally  in  the  rabbit. 

Studies  in  human  adaptation  to  abnormal  environment  have 
been  made  with  grants  from  the  Defence  Research  Board.  Dr  G. 
M.  Brown  has  continued  work  on  vascular  and  metabolic  changes! 
in  cold  acclimatization  and,  with  Dr  Hatcher,  has  made  important 
observations  on  the  adjustments  in  kidney  function  which  occur 
on  immersion  in  water. 

Dr  J.  D.  Hatcher  has  induced  experimental  anaemia  in  the  dog* 
and  has  revealed  evidence  that  a  hormone-like  material  is  produced 
which  leads  to  a  satisfactory  readjustment  of  the  circulation.  Dr 
R.  E-  Semple  has  contributed  valuable  information  on  the  process 
by  which  dextran,  used  in  place  of  a  blood  transfusion,  relieves 
shock  and  leads  to  survival. 
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Abnormal  changes  produced  in  the  liver  of  the  rat  by  dietary 
deficiencies  have  been  studied  by  Dr  Beveridge,  who  has  also  cast 
doubt  on  the  common  opinion  that  alcohol  induces  specific  changes 
in  the  liver.  Dr  D.  L.  Wilson  has  completed  studies  on  the  effects 
of  adrenal  cortical  hormones  on  white  blood  cells. 

In  the  pharmacological  field,  Dr  Boyd  has  carried  out  studies  on 
drugs  which  liquefy  mucus  in  the  bronchioles,  on  drugs  which  can 
be  used  with  safety  to  prevent  vomiting,  and  on  methods  for  re¬ 
lieving  the  tendency  of  the  barbiturates  to  cause  a  lethal  depression 
of  respiration.  In  the  Department  of  Biochemistry,  Dr  R.  O. 
Hurst  has  continued  a  profitable  study  of  nucleic  acids,  substances 
of  great  importance  in  the  metabolism  of  living  cells,  while  in  the 
Department  of  Pathology  Dr  More  has  done  further  work  on  the 
cellular  changes  in  allergy. 

Fundamental  histological  investigations  have  been  pursued  in 
the  Departments  of  Anatomy,  Histology  and  Embryology,  and 
Pathology.  Dr  J.  Tomasch  has  made  detailed  counts  of  the  fibres 
which  cross  from  one  half  of  the  brain  to  the  other,  and  has  at¬ 
tempted  to  trace  them  to  their  origin.  He  has  made  similar  counts 
of  the  fibres  of  various  sizes  in  peripheral  nerves.  Dr  B.  N.  Kropp 
has  studied  the  lethal  effects  of  trypan  blue,  the  effects  of  anti¬ 
biotics  on  reticulo-endothelial  cells,  and  the  absorptive  powers  of 
the  embryonic  membranes-  He  has  devised  an  ingenious  method 
of  making  thin  sections  of  bone  and  tooth  which  has  created  great 
interest  in  other  centres.  Dr  S.  A.  Bencosme  has  improvised  beau¬ 
tiful  staining  processes  for  detecting  the  nerve  supply  to  the  cells 
in  the  pancreas  which  produce  insulin. 

During  the  year,  research  in  the  Department  of  Bacteriology  in¬ 
cluded  a  study  of  infantile  enteritis,  the  bacteriology  and  pathologv 
of  experimental  glanders,  and  the  genetics  of  the  typhoid  bacillus 
as  influenced  by  symbiotic  bacteriophage. 

Research  in  Engineering  Departments 

Research  in  the  Engineering  Departments  is  continuing  to  re¬ 
ceive  more  time  and  support  and  should  continue  to  grow  with  an 
increase  in  postgraduate  students  in  these  fields. 

Chemical  Engineering 

Dr  A.  C.  Plewes  and  Dr  R.  M.  Butler  are  studying  problems  in 
the  petroleum  and  petrochemical  fields,  such  as  the  separation  of 
lubricating  oil  distillates  by  solvents  and  the  oxidation  stabilities 
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of  different  fractions;  theoretical  problems  concerned  with  the 
design  of  distillation  equipment;  the  construction  of  a  most  useful 
device  for  the  continuous  analysis  of  liquid  chemical  products  by: 
means  of  density  measurements;  measurements  and  identification 
of  minute  amounts  of  gaseous  sulphur  compounds  in  air;  and  funda¬ 
mental  studies  bearing  on  the  removal  of  sulphur  from  petroleum 
distillates. 

Support  for  some  of  these  projects  has  been  received  from  the 
Research  Council  of  Ontario. 

Civil  Engineering 

J.  W.  Brooks  has  continued  investigations  of  stresses  in  deep 
beams.  R.  J.  Kennedy  is  developing  a  technique  for  the  measure¬ 
ment  of  flow  in  pipes  which  should  be  of  considerable  interest  in 
oil  pipe  lines-  With  the  assistance  of  the  Pulp  and  Paper  Research 
Institute  of  Canada  he  is  also  studying  methods  of  predicting 
forces  exerted  against  piers  and  booms  which  hold  pulpwood  in 
rivers. 

Research  in  Sanitary  Engineering  initiated  by  Professor  J.  D.  Lee 
is  of  considerable  interest  and  scope.  A  programme  of  trade  waste 
treatment  research  is  being  sponsored  by  the  Research  Council  of 
Ontario.  The  work  is  being  undertaken  in  the  Civil  Engineering 
laboratory  where  Professor  L.  A.  Munro  (Chemistry)  and  Dr  J.  R. 
Vallentyne  (Biology)  are  co-operating  in  certain  fundamental 
studies.  Mr  M.  Yatabe,  chemical  engineer,  and  Professor  Lee  are) 
also  taking  part  in  the  work. 

Electrical  Engineering 

Professor  H.  H.  Stewart  is  studying  interference  problems  which 
have  arisen  with  F  M  transmitters  and  is  directing  an  investigation 
into  the  magnetic  properties  of  ferrite  cores  for  transformers. 

In  recent  years  the  increased  demand  for  graduates  in  electrical 
engineering  has  placed  a  very  severe  burden  on  all  staff  members 
of  this  department  so  that  there  has  been  little  time  available  for 
the  development  of  graduate  work  and  research.  This  situation  is 
most  regrettable  but  can  only  be  rectified  by  additional  staff  and; 
adequate  technical  assistance. 

Mechanical  Engineering 

Mr  T.  McDonald  is  doing  valuable  work  which  may  lead  to  a 
better  understanding  of  what  happens  when  a  short  column  such 
as  a  strut  in  an  aeroplane  structure  is  vibrated  at  critical  fre- 
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quencies.  Mr  A.  Tober  has  started  on  work  in  the  gas  turbine  field 
and  in  particular  is  studying  some  of  the  phenomena  that  occur  in 
the  burner  of  a  gas  turbine  engine.  Mr  W.  G.  Brown  has  been 
interested  for  some  time  in  the  performance  of  small  chimneys. 
Heretofore  the  subject  has  not  been  approached  scientifically  and 
this  investigation  should  prove  of  value.  W.  G.  Colborne  is  con¬ 
tinuing  his  warm  air  research  programme  for  the  National  Research 
Council  on  behalf  of  Central  Mortgage  and  Housing  Corporation. 
This  work  involves  the  measurement  of  performance  and  methods 
of  improvement  of  many  of  the  domestic  warm  air  furnaces  going 
into  housing  projects  across  Canada.  W.  B.  Rice  is  studying  prob¬ 
lems  relating  to  cutting  tools  which  are  of  interest  to  the  whole 
metal  field.  In  particular  he  is  investigating  stresses  developed  in 
both  tools  and  metal  parts  manufactured  in  lathes  or  milling 
machines. 

Metallurgy 

Professor  T-  V.  Lord  is  continuing  beneficiation  studies  of  ura- 
nium-tantalum-columbium-thorium-bearing  ores,  supported  by  the 
Atomic  Energy  Control  Board.  Dr  O.  A.  Carson  has  investigated 
the  ductility  of  galvanized  steel  core  wire  and  the  beneficiation 
and  sintering  of  iron  blast  furnace  slag,  with  the  assistance  of  Stelco 
scholarship  funds. 

Mining  Engineering 

Professor  A.  V.  Corlett  reports  progress  on  the  study  of  the 
stress-strain  behaviour  of  rocks  in  Canadian  mines  under  conditions 
of  disturbed  equilibrium.  The  purpose  of  the  study  is  to  secure 
data  useful  in  the  design  of  underground  openings.  The  research 
is  supported  by  the  Algoma  Ore  Properties  Chair  in  Mining  Engin- 


Once  again  the  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  valu¬ 
able  contribution  made  by  Mr  R.  D.  Bradfield  in  the  design  and 
construction  of  equipment.  Plans  are  now  under  way  to  further 
modernize  the  Research  Workshop  and  thus  to  increase  greatly  its 
efficiency. 
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The  Arts  Research  Committee 

Continuous  stimulation  of  active  scholarship  being  the  primary  aim 
of  the  Committee,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  its  annual  budget 
has  once  again  had  to  be  increased  in  response  to  growing  demands 
upon  it  by  members  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts. 

Disbursements  for  research  grants  were  almost  ten  per  cent 
higher  in  1953  than  in  the  preceding  year.  By  the  nature  of  most 
scholarship  in  the  arts,  expenditure  for  research  materials  was  small, 
amounting  to  less  than  two  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  devoted 
almost  entirely  to  the  purchase  of  microfilm.  Secretarial  assistance, 
on  the  other  hand,  took  some  twenty-seven  per  cent,  while  the 
major  item,  provision  of  research  assistants,  accounted  for  sixty-one 
per  cent.  Travel  costs  absorbed  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  bud¬ 
get.  The  peculiar  needs  of  the  humane  studies  in  particular  would 
suggest  the  wisdom  of  seeking  to  encourage  calls  upon  this  last 
type  of  assistance. 

In  the  past  year,  eight  studies  assisted  by  the  Committee  have 
been  completed.  Five  others,  previously  reported  in  progress, 
have  received  further  financial  support.  While  the  special  functions 
of  the  Committee  bring  it  into  contact  with  only  a  small  part  of 
the  independent  study  being  pursued  within  the  Faculty,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  new  projects  have  come  to  the  Committee's  attention  during 
1953: 

W.  Angus  is  at  work  on  a  book  to  be  entitled  Play  Production 
wih  Amateurs. 

H.  Eichner  is  pursuing  two  studies  of  Friedrich  Schlegel,  one  an 
appraisal  of  Schlegel  as  critic  and  theorist,  the  other  an  edition  of 
his  notebooks. 

I.  Halperin  is  engaged  in  several  additional  studies  in  the  field 
of  function  spaces  and  of  continuous  geometry. 

A.  R.  M.  Lower  is  writing  a  Social  History  of  Canada. 

J.  Meisel  is  working  on  a  study  of  public  opinion  in  the  last  fed¬ 
eral  election. 

M.  M.  Ross  and  H.  P.  Gundy  have  jointly  undertaken  the 
compilation  of  a  cumulative  index  to  the  Queens  Quarterly  from 
1893  to  1953. 
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H.  L.  Tracy  has  begun  a  new  study  of  Aristotle’s  Poetics. 

A.  D.  Tushingham  is  preparing  for  publication  material  on  recent 
archaeological  finds  in  the  Middle  East.

The  Art  Department 

During  Professor  Bieler’s  absence  on  sabbatical  leave  in  France  the 
Art  Department  continued  to  function  in  its  five-fold  way. 

The  Credit  Course 

Registration  in  Art  1  (History  of  Primitive  and  Ancient  Art)  was 
made  up  entirely  of  women  students.  The  course  benefited  greatly 
by  Mrs  Murie  Meisel’s  ten  lectures  on  Greek  architecture  and 
sculpture  and  was  further  enhanced  by  individual  classes  given 
by  Dr  Tracy  and  Dr  Tushingham. 

The  Evening  Classes 

In  addition  to  the  regular  studio  course,  ten  lectures  on  ‘What  is 
Modern  Art?’  were  given,  as  well  as  a  course  on  Graphic  Arts.  The 
classes,  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Extension, 
were  exceedingly  well  attended  (a  total  registration  of  146)  and 
enrolment  in  the  Painting  Course  had  to  be  closed  after  it  had 
reached  a  figure  of  83.  The  Painting  Class  was  split  into  two  groups 
and  given  on  successive  evenings.  If  it  had  not  been  for  Miss 
Martha  Jamieson’s  untiring  assistance  the  evening  classes  could 
never  have  been  conducted  and  any  success  that  may  have  been 
obtained  must  be  ascribed  largely  to  her  efforts.  Miss  Jamieson  also 
ably  assisted  in  the  regular  credit  course. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  people  seeking  guidance  and 
assistance  in  this  avocation— which  enables  them  to  function  more 
meaningfully  in  their  community— it  might  prove  not  altogether 
unsuccessful  if  several  evening  courses  were  given  to  accommodate 
the  different  degrees  of  knowledge  and  interest  of  students  who1 
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potentially  are  ever  increasing  in  number  and  in  the  degree  of 
iheir  interests  and  ability.  As  long  as  there  is  no  other  art  school 
between  Toronto  and  Montreal  ( nor  a  suitable  Art  Gallery  between 
Toronto  and  Ottawa)  Queen’s  University  has  the  important  res¬ 
ponsibility  of  providing  for  this  very  definite  need,  a  need  that 
could  easily  be  underestimated  in  an  era  of  industrial  expansion, 
but  if  neglected  will  be  sadly  noticed  when  the  financial  benefits 
of  such  an  expansion  cannot  find  commensurate  cultural  areas 
of  allocation. 

Although  the  above  was  noted  in  connection  with  evening  courses, 
similar  pressing  needs  apply  to  the  other  three  points. 

Exhibitions  and  Outside  Lectures 


Principal  L.  A.  C.  Panton  of  the  Ontario  College  of  Art  sponsored 
by  the  Atkinson  Foundation  and  the  Art  Institute  of  Ontario  gave 
a  public  lecture  on  ‘Contemporary  Canadian  Art’  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Kingston  Art  Association. 

Dr  Arthur  Lismer,  on  a  special  grant  from  the  Department  of 
Extension  in  collaboration  with  the  Kingston  Art  Association,  gave 
on  the  evening  preceding  the  annual  spring  show  a  talk  on  ‘What 
the  Artist  Sees’.

The  Bartered  Bride 

The  Glee  Club  and  the  Orchestra  presented  in  the  first  term 
a  performance  of  Smetana’s  comic  opera— a  national  monument  to 
the  Czechs— The  Bartered  Bride. 

With  the  exception  of  the  much  publicized  Evangeline  of  1948, 
Kingston  has  not  shown  marked  interest  in  opera  over  the  past  eight 
years,  and  the  sight  of  over  seven  hundred  people  in  Grant  Hall 
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enthusiastically  indicating  their  approval  of  The  Bartered  Bride  was 
a  heartening  experience  for  the  performers. 

Furthermore,  the  Czech  newspaper  Novy  Domov  (The  New 
Homeland)  of  Toronto,  whose  editor,  Mr  Rudolph  Nekola,  at¬ 
tended  the  performance,  made  vigorous  efforts  to  get  the  production 
repeated  in  Masaryk  Hall  in  Toronto  in  the  New  Year.  For  various 
practical  reasons  the  plan  had  to  be  abandoned  as  it  was  approach¬ 
ing  fruition,  but  we  took  it  as  an  unusual  compliment  that  Czechs 
should  wish  non-Czechs  to  perform  their  great  national  opera  for 
them. 

The  incomparable  stage  director  for  this  production  was  Mr 
Arnold  Edinborough,  who  also  stopped  the  show  as  the  clown  in 
the  circus  scene. 

A  masterly  stage-setting,  capable  of  representing  by  turns  a  vil¬ 
lage  green  and  the  interior  of  an  inn,  and  costing  practically 
nothing,  was  designed  and  painted  by  Miss  Martha  Jamieson. 

Mrs  William  Angus  gave  her  usual  generous  assistance  in  the 
provision  and  fitting  of  costumes  from  the  Drama  Guild  collection. 

The  dances  were  designed  and  led  by  Eva  Hrachovec,  who  also 
obtained  authentic  Czech  costumes  for  the  dancers.

The  Orchestra 

Two  new  factors  in  the  musical  life  of  Kingston  will  probably 
lead  to  the  elimination  of  the  Queen’s  Symphony  Orchestra  in  its 
present  form.  The  establishment  this  season  of  the  New  Symphony 
Orchestra  of  Kingston,  a  body  of  players  operating  on  a  small-scale 
professional  basis,  will  draw  off  those  instrumentalists  from  the 
town  who  in  recent  years  have  been  giving  their  time  and  talents 
to  the  Queen’s  Orchestra,  which  in  an  average  year  has  consisted 
about  half-and-half  of  Town  and  Gown. 

Also,  the  musicians’  union  has  now  found  it  necessary  to  enforce 
the  regulation  that  when  an  admission  charge  is  made  union  musi¬ 
cians  must  be  hired  to  the  extent  available  before  non-union  players 
are  used.  The  enforcement  of  this  regulation  places  an  impossible 
burden  on  the  budget  of  such  performances  as  we  give  at  Queen’s 
and  it  appears  likely  that  in  future  our  operas  will  be  given  with 
piano  or  two-piano  accompaniment. 

These  factors  will  create  a  situation  far  from  discouraging  since 
Queen’s  players  who  wish  orchestral  experience  will  be  able  to  join 
the  New  Symphony  Orchestra  of  Kingston,  and  those  who  prefer 
chamber  groups  will  be  able  to  establish  a  new  tradition  of  campus 
musical  activity  under  the  direction  of  the  Resident  Musician. 
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In  any  event  it  seems  clear  that  music  at  Queen’s  has  reached  a 
fork  in  the  road  that  will  lead  to  new  adventures,  and  can  only  be 
for  the  good.

The  Drama  Department 

The  Drama  Department  offers  instruction  in  the  course  in  drama, 
in  a  course  in  public  speaking  and  recreational  drama  for  the  final- 
year  students  of  the  School  ot  Physical  and  Health  Education,  and 
in  a  course  in  public  speaking  and  elementary  speech  correction  for 
the  final-year  students  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  But  the  major 
service  of  this  department  continues  to  be  what  might  be  termed 
semi-curricular.  The  programme  of  a  very  active  Drama  Guild, 
though  largely  extra-curricular,  is  not  upon  a  basis  of  recreation  but 
designed  and  directed  to  making  a  real  contribution  to  a  liberal 
education  in  a  practical  and  effective  way,  not  merely  academically 
and  intellectually. 

The  Guild  with  commendable  industry  and  efficient  organization 
presented  as  full  a  programme  as  time,  staff,  and  facilities  made 
possible.  In  the  first  term  there  were  two  public  performances: 
the  Thurber  and  Nugent  three-act  comedy,  The  Male  Animal,  which 
was  given  three  performances;  and  a  bill  of  three  one-act  plays, 
directed  by  students  and  adjudicated  by  a  panel  of  three  judges. 
Christopher  Fry’s  A  Phoenix  Too  Frequent  was  considered  most 
worthy  to  be  the  Guild’s  entry  in  the  Inter- Varsity  Drama  League 
Festival.  The  players,  however,  chose  to  withdraw  and  Laurence 
Housman’s  Possession  was  entered  instead.  The  third  play  was 
H.  R.  Williamson’s  Various  Heavens.  In  this  term  also  the  Drama 
Department  contributed  scenery  and  costuming  to  the  Glee  Club’s 
opera,  The  Bartered  Bride. 

There  were  three  public  events  in  the  second  term:  the  first 
production  of  a  new  Canadian  play;  the  Inter-Varsity  Drama 
League  Festival,  in  which  eleven  university  groups  participated, 
with  Robertson  Davies  as  adjudicator;  and  the  Seventh  Annual 
Eastern  Ontario  Secondary  School  Drama  Festival  and  Directors’ 
Clinic. 
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The  premier  production  of  a  new  play  was  especially  ambitious 
and  challenging  with  The  Patriots  by  Judge  Eric  W.  Cross  (Queen’s 
’24),  calling  for  a  large  cast,  four  different  settings,  thirty  costumes, 
and  divided  into  eleven  scenes.  The  Guild,  however,  was  enthusi¬ 
astic  about  the  play  and  appreciated  the  honour  of  having  been 
selected  to  give  it  its  first  production.  It  is  a  stirring  play  about 
Robert  Baldwin  and  his  fight  for  Responsible  Government  and  a 
united  Canada,  vividly  presenting  the  Rebellion  of  1837  and  the 
tumult  of  1849  in  Montreal  caused  by  the  Rebellion  Losses  Bill. 

This  play,  somewhat  revised,  was  presented  in  April  by  the 
Woodstock  Little  Theatre,  with  Dr  Angus  as  guest  director. 

The  Summer  Theatre  of  1953  presented  a  recent  English  drama, 
Matters  Arising ,  by  Joan  Brampton.  Mr  Charles  Rittenhouse 
of  Montreal  was  again  a  member  of  staff  whose  services  were 
greatly  appreciated. 

The  department  continues  its  service  to  schools  and  community 
groups  and  particularly  enjoys  co-operation  with  the  Faculty 
Players  and  Royal  Military  College.  The  Ontario  English  Catholic 
Teachers’  Association  had  Dr  Angus  adjudicate  its  Fifth  Annual 
Drama  Festival  in  Killaloe. 

The  Radio  Workshop  of  the  Drama  Guild  had  an  active  year 
under  the  guidance  of  Margaret  Angus  and  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering  and  its  senior  students. 

Groups  on  and  off  campus  made  heavy  demands  on  the  costume 
collection,  which  continues  to  expand.  In  this  service,  Mrs  Angus 
was  ably  assisted  by  students  in  the  Guild  and  in  the  Glee  Club 
and  by  members  of  the  Faculty  Players  and  especially  by  Elizabeth 
Lundy  of  the  latter.  The  slow  process  of  sorting,  labelling,  and 
cataloguing  continues,  an  endless  task,  considering  the  generous 
contributions  of  valuable  period  costumes  that  have  recently  come 
from  friends  and  estates  in  which  we  have  been  very  fortunate  this 
year  and  for  which  we  are  very  grateful.

Physical  Education 

General 

During  the  year  1953-4  the  gymnasium  and  the  various  playing 
fields  have  been  used  to  capacity.  The  programme  in  the  gymnas- 
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ium  starts  at  9.00  each  morning  and  continues  without  cessation 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  day  and  evening.  The  time  is 
about  equally  divided  between  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education,  required  physical  education  for  first-year  students, 
intramural  athletics,  and  intercollegiate  athletics. 

,  Overnight  accommodation  was  provided  for  nine  groups  of  sec¬ 
ondary  school  students  who  were  visiting  the  University  or  passing 
through  Kingston.  The  Ninth  Annual  Eastern  Ontario  Secondary 
School  Basketball  Tournament  was  held  during  the  Easter  vacation 
when  twenty-two  teams  from  different  secondary  schools  partici¬ 
pated  and  about  200  players  lived  in  the  gymnasium  for  three  days. 
Mr  Aldon  Lenard  organized  and  directed  this  project. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  use  of  the  swimming  pool  by  men  and 
women  students,  seven  community  groups  used  the  swimming  pool 
for  annual  meets  and  tests.  The  Department  of  Extension  also 
organized  instructional  classes  in  swimming  for  both  men  and 
women  during  the  months  of  March,  April  and  May. 

The  gymnasium  was  used  by  the  freshmen  welcoming  commit¬ 
tee  for  several  nights  in  September  and  as  usual  the  three  faculty 
formal  dances  were  held  during  the  year.  It  is  necessary  to  cancel 
the  regular  programme  in  the  gymnasium  for  three  days  at  the  time 
of  each  formal,  but  this  loss  of  time  has  some  compensation  in  the 
enthusiasm  and  energy  displayed  by  students  in  preparing  for  these 
dances. 

The  Kingston  Tennis  Club  was  purchased  by  the  University  in 
1953.  The  facilities  of  this  club  include  six  excellent  tennis  courts, 
which  were  extensively  used  by  students  during  the  fall  months. 

Programme  For  Men 

The  regular  required  classes  in  physical  education  for  first-year 
students  were  conducted  during  the  year.  These  classes  varied 
according  to  the  interest  of  the  different  student  groups  and  regular 
classes  for  non-swimmers  were  held  in  the  swimming  pool. 

The  intramural  programme  was  carried  through  with  the  usual 
interest  and  enthusiasm  under  the  direction  of  the  intramural  ath¬ 
letic  council  with  Professor  J.  F.  Edwards  as  adviser.  Sixteen  groups 
participated  in  the  intramural  competitions  and  the  Bews  Trophy 
was  won  by  Phys.  Ed.  ’54.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  graduating 
class  in  the  course  in  Physical  and  Health  Education  has  won  this 
trophy  since  the  course  was  organized  in  1948. 
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Programme  For  Women 

The  regular  classes  in  physical  education  for  first-year  students 
were  carried  out  according  to  the  regulations;  the  Levana  intra¬ 
mural  programme  was  well  and  enthusiastically  organized;  and  the 
women’s  intercollegiate  competitions  were  conducted  according  to 
the  rotating  schedule. 

Intercollegiate  tournaments  or  meets  were  held  in  archery,  tennis, 
swimming,  badminton,  basketball  and  volleyball— one  at  each  of 
the  six  competing  universities.  Queen’s  won  the  archery  tourna¬ 
ment,  placed  second  in  tennis,  badminton  and  volleyball,  and 
fourth  in  swimming  and  basketball.  Miss  Marion  Ross,  Miss 
Dorothy  Leggett  and  Miss  Elaine  Fildes  continued  to  do  excel¬ 
lent  work  in  organizing  and  conducting  the  Levana  athletic  pro¬ 
gramme. 

School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education 

The  School  of  Physical  and  Health  Education  graduated  a  class 
of  12  at  the  May  Convocation  and  enrolled  29  in  the  first  year  in 
September.  The  school  has  a  total  enrolment  of  87  students  and 
the  standing  of  its  members  in  the  Arts  Faculty  continues  to  be 
above  the  general  average.

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control 


Queen’s  University  teams  competed  in  senior  intercollegiate  leagues 
in  the  following  sports:  football,  basketball,  track,  boxing,  wrest¬ 
ling,  skiing,  golf  and  badminton.  Intermediate  teams  took  part 
in  football,  hockey,  basketball,  track,  swimming. 

The  intramural  athletic  programme  provided  competition  in  nine¬ 
teen  different  sports  for  year  teams  from  all  faculties. 

Girl  students  under  the  auspices  of  Levana  Athletic  Board  of 
Control  were  entered  in  intercollegiate  series  in  archery,  tennis, 
badminton,  basketball,  volleyball  and  swimming. 

In  senior  football  our  team  improved  its  position  over  last  year 
by  winning  one  half  of  their  scheduled  games.  The  intermediate 
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football  squad  dropped  to  second  place  standing  after  having  won 
the  intermediate  championship  for  the  past  three  years. 

Our  senior  basketball  team  fell  behind  last  year’s  showing,  but 
the  games  produced  exciting  basketball  and  very  close  results.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  senior  league  produced  no  single 
winner  this  year  and  a  co-championship  between  Western  and 
Assumption  resulted. 

The  intermediate  basketball  team  scored  an  impressive  victory 
in  the  Ottawa-St  Lawrence  Conference— won  10  games,  lost  0. 

The  senior  track  team  scored  3  firsts,  2  seconds  and  1  third  in 
the  senior  intercollegiate  track  and  field  meet.  Queen’s  team  won 
the  intermediate  track  meet. 

Our  hockey  squad  took  second  place  in  the  Ottawa-St  Lawrence 
league  of  eight  teams. 

The  intercollegiate  boxing  title  was  won  by  the  University  of 
Toronto  who  scored  14  points.  McGill  were  second  with  13  and 
Queen’s  had  12  points  with  Ontario  Agricultural  College  counting  6. 

Queen’s  men’s  swimming  team  won  the  Ottawa-St  Lawrence 
swimming  meet  for  the  first  time. 

Teams  participated,  also,  in  badminton,  skiing,  golf  and  wrestling 
competitions,  and  though  they  did  not  take  top  honours,  they  were 
worthy  representatives  of  Queen’s  University. 

Of  the  six  teams  which  competed  worthily  in  women’s  intercol¬ 
legiate  sports,  the  archery  team  took  the  championship. 

Our  athletic  plant— stadium,  gymnasium,  swimming  pool,  rink, 
tennis  courts,  track  and  playing  fields— continues  to  provide  facili¬ 
ties  for  sports  and  recreation  for  our  students. 

Thanks  of  our  Athletic  Board  of  Control  is  extended  to  Professor 
F.  L.  Bartlett  and  to  all  our  coaches,  trainers  and  team  managers 
for  a  good  year.

The  University  Medical  Officer 

This  is  the  second  year  that  three  physicians  have  shared  in  the 
health  service.  Dr  D.  L.  Wilson  was  in  charge  of  all  hospital 
admissions  for  medical  illnesses,  while  Dr  C.  Muldoon  and  myself 
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looked  after  the  office  and  home  visits.  In  the  case  of  surgical 
attention,  of  course,  the  students  have  the  doctor  of  their  choice. 

Approximately  1,244  visits  were  made  to  the  student  health  office 
at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  during  the  past  academic  session. 
Most  of  these  were  for  treatment  of  acute  common  respiratorv 
infections  and  minor  injuries.  The  number  of  house  calls  increased 
over  last  year  and  it  surprises  me  how  many  students,  at  least  sick 
students,  live  in  third-floor  rooms.  Curiously  enough,  the  incidence 
of  infectious  diseases  this  season  has  been  almost  nil.  There  were, 
in  late  April,  a  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  but  measles,  chickenpox, 
and  mumps  were  non-existent. 

There  were  110  admissions  to  hospital.  Of  these  32  were  surgical 
cases,  66  medical  and  12  athletic  or  other  injuries.  Influenza  and 
infectious  mononucleosis  were  the  diagnoses  most  common  for  ill¬ 
nesses. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  student  deaths.  The 
number  of  serious  psychiatric  cases  were  few  and  certainly  not 
above  the  average  for  a  group  of  this  size. 

During  January,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health  conducted 
a  chest  survey.  Three  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported  but  none 
were  active-  One  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  occurred 
in  a  freshman  shortly  after  the  session  started  in  September.  For- 
tunatelv,  this  student  is  in  sanatorium  and  is  progressing  favourably. 

For  the  first  time,  students  coming  into  their  first  year  were  asked 
to  have  filled  out,  a  satisfactory  pre-entrance  medical  examination 
card,  as  a  condition  of  admission.  On  the  whole,  this  worked  very 
well  except  that  a  number  of  applicants  for  admission  failed  to 
have  their  cards  completed  on  arrival. 

The  present  health  insurance  plan  appears  to  be  satisfactory. 
Some  students  fail  to  recognize  that  the  scheme  does  not  cover 
them  entirely  for  every  illness  and  I  have  received  some  complaints 
regarding  service  charges  incurred  at  the  Out-Patient  Department 
of  the  Kingston  General  Hospital  during  off-hour  visits. 

I  am  especially  grateful  to  the  administration  staff  of  the  Kingston 
General  Hospital  for  their  co-operation  in  finding  beds  for  patients 
during  the  peak  period.  I  am  also  grateful  to  Mrs  Daubney,  the 
nurse  at  Adelaide  Hall,  and  Miss  Eva  Hrachovec  and  Miss 
Margaret  Anderson  who  acted  as  receptionists  at  the  medical 
office.

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The  Queen’s  University  Naval  Training  Division 

Although  the  University  Naval  Training  Divisions  were  esta¬ 
blished  to  train  university  men  for  the  Reserves,  the  term  now 
includes  the  entire  community  of  Active  Naval  personnel  on  the 
campus,  both  staff  and  students,  officers  and  cadets.  At  Queen’s 
this  community  now  numbers  about  90  and  includes  a  proportion 
(increasing  each  year)  of  Regular  Force  cadets.  These  cadets  are 
appointed  by  the  RCN  to  HMCS  Cataraqui  ‘additional  for 
course  at  Queen’s  University’  and  are  subsidized  under  the  terms 
of  the  Regular  Officers  Training  Plan.  They  receive  the  same 
trianing  as  Reserve  personnel. 

Principal  W.  A.  Mackintosh  made  his  annual  inspection  in  Feb¬ 
ruary.  He  addressed  the  Division  briefly  after  the  presentation  of 
certificates  to  successful  applicants.  The  Commanding  Officer, 
H  M  C  S  Cataraqui,  Commander  A.  G.  C.  Whalley,  RCN  (R) 
paid  his  official  visit  to  the  Division  on  the  final  drill  night  and 
presented  prizes  to  the  best  first-,  second-  and  third-year  cadets,  L. 
E.  St  Laurent,  R.  H.  Hermiston  and  D.  N.  MacGillivray  respect¬ 
ively.  Captain  D.  W.  Piers,  DSC,  RCN,  Naval  Director  of  the 
National  Defence  College,  inspected  the  Division  on  30  November. 
As  in  previous  years  there  were  three  principal  events  in  which  all 
three  services  on  the  campus  participated.  These  were  (1)  the  Serv¬ 
ice  of  Remembrance  on  11  November,  (2)  the  Inter-University  Tri- 
Service  Rifle  Shoot  held  in  January  and  (3)  the  Annual  Tri-Service 
Ball  which  was  again  held  on  board  HMCS  Cataraqui. 

The  complete  training  programme  for  cadets  in  the  Reserve  con¬ 
sists  of  three  winter  periods  and  a  minimum  of  two  summer  training 
periods  of  fourteen  weeks  each  at  the  RCN  Barracks  at  Halifax, 
N.S-;  Esquimalt,  B.C.;  the  Naval  Air  Station,  Dartmouth,  N.S.;  or 
at  R  C  A  F  stations  in  the  case  of  certain  cadets  qualifying  as  pilots. 
During  the  winter  training  period  the  cadets  attend  twenty  drills, 
ten  per  term.  The  first-year  division  is  given  instruction  in  basic 
seamanship,  communications,  parade  training,  Naval  indoctrination 
and  pilotage.  The  second-year  cadets  continue  with  seamanship, 
communications,  parade  training  and  are  given  some  basic  instruc¬ 
tion  in  their  respective  branches.  The  third-year  programme  is  of 
a  broader  nature  and  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  cadets  with  some 
of  the  tasks  of  junior  officers.  They  are  given  a  series  of  lectures 
on  the  duties  of  the  Officer-of-the-Watch  and  of  the  Divisional 
Officer,  the  Naval  War  Manual,  the  other  Services,  and  the  various 
branches  of  the  Navy.  There  is  also  a  series  of  special  lectures 
which  this  year  included  talks  on  the  Middle  East,  NATO,  Trade 
Protection,  Naval  History  and  the  Merchant  Service.

Training 

The  winter  training  syllabus  was  again  quite  a  full  one.  Accent 
was  placed  on  military  geography  (including  meteorology  and  cli¬ 
matology)  and  current  affairs.  Small  arms  training  also  received 
full  attention  with  one  and  often  two  evenings  of  practice  shooting 
per  week  up  until  30  January.  On  that  date,  the  Inter-University 
Tri-Service  Shoot  was  held;  nineteen  teams  competed  with  Queen’s 
Squadron  gaining  sixth  place. 

Strength 

Primary  reserve  strength  decreased  this  year  due  to  a  large  gradu¬ 
ating  class  and  a  small  intake  quota— twenty-four  officers  graduated 
while  ten  first-year  cadets  were  selected  for  enrolment.  Releases 
for  academic  failure  and  other  reasons  also  reduced  our  numbers. 
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Regular  Force  strength  remained  about  normal  with  thirteen  Sci¬ 
ence  and  one  Medical  student.  Staff  strength  remained  as  last 
year  at  five.  The  total  strength  of  79  is  made  up  as  follows:

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be  pointed  out  that  almost  year  by  year  the  examinations  are  be¬ 
coming  more  difficult.  The  increasing  use  of  scientific  aids  to 
navigation  means  that  the  men  must  be  familiar  with  their  use.  We 
now  have  a  direction-finding  apparatus  and  are  promised  radar 
equipment.  All  candidates  must  now  be  able  to  send  and  receive 
signals  with  the  Morse  lamp.

Alma  Mater  Society 


Alma  Mater  Society  activities  were  light  in  the  early  fall,  but  re¬ 
ceived  an  impetus  with  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Local  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Musicians  banning  record  dances  on  the 
campus  for  which  admission  was  charged.  The  ban  is  still  in  effect 
despite  AMS  efforts  to  have  it  removed,  but  a  ‘concession’  was 
granted  by  the  Local  when  the  minimum-number-of-men  clause 
was  removed,  making  it  possible  for  a  band  of  fewer  then  ten 
musicians  to  be  hired- 

The  smoke  of  battle  had  hardly  settled  when  the  Journal  editor 
gave  notice  of  resignation,  complaining  that  the  AMS  was  in¬ 
fringing  upon  freedom  of  the  press  by  instructing  the  Journal  to 
change  the  wording  of  a  local  merchant’s  advertisement  of  leather 
faculty  jackets.  The  AMS  refused  to  withdraw  their  motion,  and 
the  resignations  of  the  editor-in-chief  and  two  other  senior  editors 
were  accepted. 

The  Society  completed  the  purchase  of  mortarboards  which  will 
henceforth  be  worn  for  convocations. 

An  attempt  made  to  encourage  an  increased  number  of  informal 
student-faculty  contacts  was  highly  successful  at  Ban  High,  where 
faculty  members  were  invited  to  dinner  regularly  during  the  term, 
but  more  difficult  to  organize  in  the  Students’  Union.  However, 
it  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  meet  with  greater  success  there 
next  year. 

Arrangements  for  the  pooling  of  the  equipment  of  all  faculties  for 
formal  dances  were  made,  and  the  AMS  undertook  to  find  a  place 
for  storage  and  construction. 

After  a  lapse  of  a  year,  Open  House  again  was  held,  and  an 
estimated  4,300  visited  the  campus. 
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The  Planning  and  Research  Committee  made  an  intensive  study 
of  the  students  health  insurance  scheme,  and  their  recommendations 
that  coverage  be  increased  to  provide  more  adequately  for  hospital 
services  and  extended  to  a  year-round  basis  were  approved  by  a 
plebiscite  in  March.  Another  plebiscite  at  the  same  time  confirmed 
Queen’s  membership  in  the  N  F  C  U  S  at  an  additional  cost  of 
thirty  cents  per  student.  [N.B.  These  recommendations  were 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  except  that  the  health  insurance 
coverage  is  still  restricted  to  the  University  term.] 

A  highly  sucessful  venture  financially,  a  Queen’s  Musical  Revue 
entitled  Heydey,  was  sponsored  by  the  A  M  S  in  January. 

Nicholas  Monsarrat  was  AMS  lecturer,  and  both  his  presence 
and  the  showing  of  The  Cruel  Sea  the  preceding  evening  were 
due  to  the  kindness  of  the  students’  good  friend,  Dr  Brockington, 
to  whom  we  are  also  indebted  for  a  number  of  excellent  films  this 
vear.  Dr  Brockington  was  unanimously  re-elected  Rector  for  an 
unprecedented  third  term  early  this  year. 

There  was  danger  for  a  time  that  the  AMS  would  become  a 
social  organization.  The  members  of  the  Executive  were  hosts 
at  a  pre-Christmas  social  evening  in  the  Co-ed  Lounge,  guests  of 
Dr  Mackintosh  on  the  occasion  of  Mr  Monsarrat’s  visit,  and  had 
very  pleasant  evening  meetings  in  Dr  Gilmour’s  home  and  in 
Ban  Righ. 

The  AMS  continued  to  sponsor  the  Freshman  Reception  Com¬ 
mittee,  the  Red  Cross  Blood  Donor  Clinic,  and  Colour  Night.  We 
were  again  indebted  to  Dr  Brockington  when  he  accepted  an 
invitation  to  be  guest  speaker  at  Colour  Night. 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  to  publish  a  University 
handbook,  and  to  set  up  a  welcoming  committee  to  operate  beyond 
the  end  of  freshman  reception.  It  is  hoped  that  a  request  sent  to 
Technical  Supplies  will  result  in  their  stocking  an  official  Queen’s 
scarf. 

Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  our  permanent  officers.  Mr  Ham¬ 
ilton  is  an  invaluable  secretary-treasurer  and  friend  to  the  mem¬ 
bers,  and  Mrs  Lewis  an  efficient  and  gracious  secretary.

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The  General  Alumni  Association 

The  Queens  family  now  includes  14,465  living  graduates.  By 
faculties  these  are  as  follows:  Arts,  7,830;  Science,  4,118;  Medicine, 
1,916;  Commerce,  909;  Theology,  97*;  Nursing,  48;  Physical  and 
Health  Education,  38;  honorary,  184.  Of  these,  675  hold  degrees 
in  more  than  one  faculty.  The  number  of  deceased  is  3,479. 

The  geographical  distribution  is:  British  Columbia,  498;  Alberta, 
318;  Saskatchewan,  280;  Manitoba,  184;  Ontario,  9,700;  Quebec, 
1,330;  New  Brunswick,  115;  Nova  Scotia,  124;  Prince  Edward 
Island,  20;  Newfoundland,  26;  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon,  25; 
United  States,  1,120;  other  countries,  350.  There  are  375  for  whom 
addresses  are  lacking. 

Membership 

At  the  end  of  March,  there  were  3,805  paid-up  members,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  6  per  cent  over  the  same  period  last  year,  and  con¬ 
stituting  a  new  record  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  30  September  1953,  the  membership 
was  4,183,  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the  Association.  It  appears 
safe  to  predict  that  a  new  record  will  be  set  this  year. 

Of  those  who  took  out  life  membership,  twenty-five  are  deceased. 
There  are  now  280  life  members.  Of  these,  four  joined  since  the 
last  report:  W.  J.  Halliwell,  B.Sc.  '53,  Cornwall,  Ont.;  Mrs  A.  E. 
MacRae  (Irene  McAllister),  B.A.  T4,  Ottawa,  Ont.;  Dr  E.  A. 
Sanders,  M.D.,C.M.  ’34,  Lima,  N.Y.;  Paul  Sykes,  B.Com.  ’23,  Kobe, 
Japan. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  increase  in  fees  made  effective 
last  year  has  had  no  effect  on  the  annual  memberships,  in  fact,  the 
latter  have  continued  to  increase,  but  that  the  life  memberships 
have  fallen  off  to  a  marked  extent. 

An  experiment  was  tried  with  the  Ottawa  office  collecting  all  the 
fees  from  alumni  in  their  area  and  issuing  the  official  membership 
cards.  In  the  past  the  cards  had  been  sent  by  the  Alumni  Office 
at  the  University.  Under  the  innovation  any  one  in  the  Ottawa 
area  who  paid  his  or  her  fees  was  immediately  issued  a  member¬ 
ship  card.  This  proved  to  be  a  most  satisfactory  procedure  and 
one  that  may  be  well  adopted  in  other  centres  equipped  to  do  this 
work.

One  of  the  more  important  responsibilities  of  the  Alumni  Office 
has  been  the  maintenance  of  the  graduate  files  and  keeping  the  list 
of  mailing  addresses  up  to  date.  During  the  past  year  we  received 
valuable  assistance  through  interchange  of  information  with  the 
Endowment  Office,  other  University  departments,  and  data  received 
from  the  various  branches-  Particular  mention  should  be  made 
of  the  Montreal  branch,  where  a  committee  under  the  direction 
of  |W.  D.  Small,  Com.  ’48,  has  achieved  excellent  results  after  many 
months  of  careful  work. 

The  Office  now  subscribes  for  telephone  directories  issued  by  all 
major  communities  in  Canada.  Use  is  also  made  of  directories 
issued  by  the  Dominion  Government,  the  Government  of  Ontario, 
the  various  provincial  associations  of  professional  engineers,  the 
Engineering  Institute  of  Canada,  the  list  of  teachers  in  secondary 
schools  in  Ontario,  and  such  publications  as  Canadian  Doctor ,  The 
United  Church  Observer ,  and  Canadian  Business. 

A  routine  procedure  is  to  send  out  reply  postal  cards  in  an  effort 
to  trace  correct  addresses  on  all  undeliverable  mail  returned  by  the 
post  office,  or  incorrect  addresses  reported  by  any  other  source. 

Branch  Activities 

One  hundred  and  five  meetings  were  held  by  alumni  branches 
and  groups.  Guest  speakers  at  these  functions  included  Hon.  C.  A. 
Dunning,  Dr  R.  C.  Wallace,  L.  D.  Jack,  Dr  C.  C.  McCullough, 
Comtesse  Irene  de  Buisseret,  Mrs  W.  R.  Walton,  Jr,  A.  J.  Mac¬ 
donald,  C.  Day  Lewis,  Dr  W.  A.  Trueman,  Professor  G.  F.  Stan¬ 
ley,.

The  Ottawa  branch  sent  eighty-five  Grade  XIII  students  on  a 
tour  of  Queen’s  in  October.  These  students  were  given  their  rooms 
and  meals  and  were  the  guests  of  the  University  at  the  Queen’s- 
McGill  game. 

Two  bus-loads  of  high  school  students  were  sent  to  the  University 
in  the  spring  by  the  alumni  in  Huntsville  and  Orillia.  They  were 
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given  their  rooms  and  meals  and  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  the  campus 
and  the  City  of  Kingston. 

A  new  alumni  award  was  introduced  by  the  Toronto  branch,  to 
be  known  as  the  Toronto  Award  and  to  be  given  to  an  alumnus 
for  services  to  society  and/or  to  the  University.  The  first  recipient 
was  Colonel  E.  A.  Baker,  Sc.  T4,  national  president  of  the  Canadian 
Institute  for  the  Blind. 

Awarded  annually  by  the  Montreal  branch  for  ‘meritorious  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  honour  of  Queen's,’  the  Montreal  Medal  was  pre¬ 
sented  this  year  to  Dean  D.  S-  Ellis.  The  presentation  was  made 
at  a  dinner  meeting  in  the  Queen’s  Hotel. 

\  Meetings 

Directors  meetings  were  held  on  15  May  and  9  October.  The 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  following  the  fall  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Board  and  during  the  course  of  the  University  Reception.

In  the  annual  elections  the  following  directors  were  returned  for 
a  three-year  term:  C.  R.  Buss,  Sc.  ’28,  Thorold;  M.  N.  Hay,  Sc.  ’23, 
Kingston;  Miss  Mary  L.  Macdonnell,  Arts  ’09,  Kingston;  Dr  J. 
L.  McKelvey,  Arts  ’23,  Med.  ’26,  Minneapolis,  Minn.;  and  Dr 
Wallace  Troup,  Med.  ’24,  Ottawa.  Dr  McKelvey  was  the  only 
newcomer  to  the  Board. 

The  Queens  Review 

Nine  issues  of  the  Review  were  published  during  the  year.  Cir¬ 
culation  was  increased  to  6300-6500,  as  it  had  been  decided  to  send 
the  magazine  to  all  Medical  graduates  during  the  Medical  Cen¬ 
tenary  year. 
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Highlights  of  the  news  included  a  series  of  articles  on  the  various 
departments  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  the  sixtieth  anniversary 
of  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science,  the  sixtieth  anniversary  of  the 
Queens  Quarterly,  the  Rhodes  Scholarship  won  by  Ian  A.  Stewart, 
the  gift  of  Dr  Geneva  Misener  to  found  a  scholarship  in  memory 
of  Eliza  Sophia  Fitzgerald. 

Douglas  Library  Notes,  a  four-page  pamphlet  published  by  the 
Librarian,  H.  P.  Gundy,  was  included  with  several  issues  of  the 
Review  as  a  supplement.  Through  this  medium  graduates  are  in¬ 
formed  of  recent  acquisitions  to  the  library  and  are  given  various 
lists  of  recommended  books. 

The  Review  is  again  indebted  to  D.  G.  Dewar  of  the  Public 
Relations  Office  for  many  fine  pictures. 

1953  Reunion 

Attendance  for  exceeded  expectations  as  graduates  by  the  hun¬ 
dreds  returned  to  the  campus  for  the  annual  Reunion  9-11  October. 
There  was  a  large  representation  of  the  classes  officially  scheduled 
to  convene  and,  in  addition,  many  others  came  back  to  enjoy  the 
festivities. 

The  University  Reception  on  Friday  night  attracted  a  record 
number  of  graduates.  On  Saturday  morning  the  feature  was  the 
Fall  Convocation  at  which  was  celebrated  the  sixtieth  anniversary 
of  the  Science  Faculty.  After  the  football  game  upwards  of  three 
hundred  went  to  the  Principal’s  Tea  in  Ban  Righ  Hall.  This 
was  an  innovation  on  the  reunion  programme  and  was  so  successful 
that  it  is  planned  to  make  it  an  annual  event.  Tea  was  poured  by 
members  of  the  Faculty  Women’s  Club. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  sat  down  for  the  General  Reunion  Dinner 
in  Wallace  Hall  on  Saturday  evening.  Dr  J.  A.  Corry,  vice¬ 
principal,  served  as  chairman.  Principal  Mackintosh  spoke  briefly 
in  welcoming  the  assembly.  Seated  at  the  head  table  and  over¬ 
flowing  to  a  side  table  were  the  senior  graduates,  men  and  women 
who  had  graduated  fifty  years  ago  and  more. 

The  proceedings  came  to  a  close  with  the  Queen’s  Sunday  Hour 
in  Grant  Hall  on  Sunday  morning.  The  University  Chaplain,  Rev. 
A.  M.  Laverty,  conducted  the  service. 

1954  Reunion 

With  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  celebrating  its  centenary  13-16 
October  and  planning  to  hold  a  special  reunion  for  all  Medical 
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graduates  it  has  been  decided  that  the  1954  Reunion  proper  will 
be  held  on  (he  weekend  of  30  October. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  chore  of  preparing  class  lists  for  re¬ 
union  purposes  for  upwards  of  thirty  classes,  the  Alumni  Office  has 
undertaken  to  supply  lists  for  all  the  Medical  years.  With  this 
information  the  Medical  Centenary  Committee  will  be  able  to  send 
an  individual  invitation  to  each  Medical  alumnus. 

Alma  Mater  Society 

The  alumni  secretary  continues  to  serve  as  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  Alma  Mater  Society,  thereby  serving  as  a  link  between  the 
students  and  the  graduates.  The  facilities  of  the  Alumni  Office 
are  at  the  disposal  of  student  government  for  many  projects. 

Queens  Employment  Service 

With  only  a  few  exceptions  all  members  of  the  graduating  class 
in  professional  courses  had  made  arrangements  for  employment 
long  before  the  school  year  ended.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
term  it  was  necessary  to  inform  prospective  employers  that  there 
was  no  purpose  to  be  served  in  visiting  the  campus.  The  number 
of  opportunities  that  had  to  be  passed  up  would  more  than  equal 
the  graduating  class  of  1955. 

A  few  companies  which  had  been  steady  customers  for  a  long 
period  did  not  come  to  the  University  this  year  because  they  did 
not  need  new  personnel.  These  were  more  than  offset  by  com¬ 
panies  which  had  not  taken  this  approach  before. 

The  average  starting  salary  for  engineers  was  $310  a  month.  This 
was  higher  than  last  year,  mainly  because  those  employers  who 
were  offering  less  than  $300  in  1953  raised  their  starting  salaries  to 
at  least  this  figure.  Most  employers  who  offered  more  than  $300 
last  year  maintained  the  same  scale  in  1954. 

Commerce  graduates,  other  than  those  going  in  for  chartered 
accountancy,  received  $275  to  $300  a  month.  Arts  graduates  in 
pure  science  received  in  the  main  the  same  financial  offers  as  the 
engineers.  Those  with  a  general  B.A.  were  offered  $225  to  $250. 

The  greatest  demand  was  for  mechanical,  chemical,  and  electrical 
engineers.  At  least,  the  supply  of  these  men  gave  out  first.  For 
all  courses  in  engineering  the  supply  was  not  equal  to  the  demand. 

The  summer  employment  picture  was  not  quite  as  healthy.  There 
were  many  communities,  for  example  Kingston  and  Hamilton,  which 
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were  not  able  to  offer  the  usual  number  of  opportunities.  Anyone 
Who  wanted  work  seemed  to  be  able  to  get  it,  but  not  always  in 
the  location  of  his  first  choice. 

Part-time  employment  for  students  during  the  academic  session 
has  never  been  too  plentiful  in  Kingston,  but  generally  speaking 
all  those  who  have  had  to  find  work  in  order  to  obtain  the  money 
necessary  to  complete  their  year  have  been  able  to  do  so.  It  was 
noticeable  this  year  that  it  was  not  always  possible  to  find  students 
for  the  opportunities  that  did  develop.

The  Alumnae  Association 


I  take  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  activities  of  the  Queen’s 
University  Alumnae  Association  for  the  year  1953-4. 

The  members,  individually  and  as  Branch  Associations,  have 
endeavoured  to  raise  money  to  complete  the  furnishing  of  the  beau¬ 
tiful  new  Adelaide  Wing,  which  is  contributing  so  much  to  the 
happiness,  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  women  students. 

Of  the  496  women  in  attendance  last  year  254  were  able  to  live 
in  residence.  We  hope  that  very  shortly  accommodation  for  22 
more,  formerly  provided  at  Muir  House,  will  be  replaced,  bringing 
our  total  to  at  least  276. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  students  themselves  for  decorating  and 
furnishing  the  recreation  room  underneath  the  common  room  in 
the  Adelaide  Wing,  which  is  now  a  delightful  centre  for  student 
gatherings  and  activities. 

Also,  we  appreciate  the  help  of  the  Levana  Society  in  converting, 
this  past  winter,  the  old  dining  room  in  Ban  Righ  into  a  mixed  club 
room.  Three  evenings  a  week  this  lounge  can  be  used  by  the  men 
and  women.  The  other  four  evenings  it  is  used  by  the  women  only. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  the  members  decided  that  we  should 
now  give  more  thought  and  consideration  to  the  question  of  schol¬ 
arships. 

As  the  result  of  a  suggestion  and  a  very  generous  gift  from  Dr 
Geneva  Misener,  one  of  our  distinguished  Alumnae,  and  special 
assistance  from  the  Branch  Associations,  we  have  been  able  to 
establish  the  ‘Eliza  Fitzgerald  Award  of  $100’  for  a  woman  student 
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in  the  final  year  of  an  honour  course  who  has  consistently  main¬ 
tained  first  class  honour  standing  and  is  in  need  of  financial  assist¬ 
ance. 

The  Hamilton  Branch,  too,  has  undertaken  to  offer  annually 
‘The  Hamilton  Branch  Alumnae  Association  Award  of  $100  to  a 
deserving  woman  student  attending  a  secondary  school  in  Hamil¬ 
ton,  Saltfleet  or  Dundas,  who  is  interested  in  entering  Queen  s 
University. 

Our  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  of  $1400  was  awarded  this  year 
to  Miss  Ausme  Rabe,  who  as  holder  of  an  R.  Samuel  McLaughlin 
Resident  Fellowship,  has  been  working  on  her  M.A.  in  psychology 
at  the  University.  Since,  however,  Miss  Rabe  has  been  granted  a 
special  scholarship  from  the  National  Research  Council  which  she 
has  decided  to  accept  in  place  of  our  award.  She  will  continue 
her  work  towards  a  Ph.D.  in  psychology  at  the  University  of  Michi¬ 
gan.  Consequently,  the  Marty  Memorial  Scholarship  has  been, 
awarded  to  Miss  Joan  E.  Watson,  the  runner-up,  who  in  1952 
studied  at  the  Sorbonne  on  a  French  Government  scholarship  and 
who  this  past  year  has  been  working  on  her  M.A.  on  a  teaching 
assistantship  at  Queen’s  University.  Miss  Watson  plans  to  com¬ 
plete  the  work  for  her  doctorate  in  Paris,  studying  contemporary 
French  Literature. 

Miss  Llewellya  Hillis,  the  holder  of  the  Marty  Scholarship 
for  1952-3,  who  has  been  making  a  special  study  of  marine  algae 
at  the  University  of  Michigan,  has  been  awarded  the  Senior  Travel¬ 
ling  Fellowship  of  $1500  by  the  Canadian  Federation  of  University 
Women.  Miss  Hillis  will  continue  to  work  toward  her  doctorate 
at  that  same  university. 

The  increase  in  our  Alumnae  representation  on  the  governing 
boards  of  the  University  is  very  gratifying  and  encouraging.  We 
are  very  happy  that  Dr  Dora  Stock  was  elected  to  the  Trustee 
Board,  and  Mrs  Douglas  Chown  and  Mrs  H.  A.  Graves  to  the 
University  Council. 

We  are  very  happy  that  this  year  Miss  Gail  Ward,  a  final- 
year  woman  student,  has  held  the  important  office  of  President  of 
the  Alma  Mater  Society  with  distinction  and  success. 

At  the  Conference  of  the  International  Federation  of  University 
Women  held  in  London  last  summer,  seven  of  our  Alumnae  mem¬ 
bers  were  present,  and  we  are  very  proud  to  have  Queen’s  Univer¬ 
sity  represented  on  the  Executive  of  that  important  body  by  our 
distinguished  Dean  of  Women,  Dr  A.  Vibert  Douglas,  as  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Fellowship  Awards  Committee;  Miss  Jean  Royce,  our 
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immediate  Past  President  and  Registrar  of  the  University,  as  Chair¬ 
man  for  another  year  of  the  Standards  Committee;  and  Mrs  Watson 
Sellar,  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee.

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In  comparison  with  1952,  there  is  a  decrease  in  the  Alumni  Main¬ 
tenance  Fund  of  $3,000  and  a  decrease  in  the  total  for  all  funds  of 
$18,000.  The  percentage  of  numbers  of  Alumni  giving  fell  from 
19.3  per  cent  in  1952  to  18.5  per  cent  in  1953.  In  other  words,  of 
the  14,259  known  Queen’s  Alumni,  2,646  donated  to  the  University 
last  year.  While  we  are  not  happy  about  his  percentage,  it  should 
be  pointed  out  that  the  average  contribution  figure  of  $42.98  is 
exceedingly  good.  In  fact,  based  on  the  1953  Alumni  Fund  Survey 
of  302  reporting  institutions  in  the  United  States  and  Canada, 
Queen’s  is  ranked  in  the  first  ten  by  the  American  Alumni  Council 
News  and  is  placed  in  the  ‘unofficial’  Honor  Roll.  (The  others  in  it 
are:  University  of  Utah,  Notre  Dame,  Yale,  Harvard,  Dartmouth, 
Princeton,  University  of  the  South,  Ohio  State  and  Columbia.) 

Our  main  problem,  obviously,  is  to  try  to  increase  the  number  of 
annual  donors.  It  is  true  that  many  who  signed  pledges  in  1949 
had  paid  off  these  pledges  before  1953  and  considered  that  they 
were  ‘immune’  from  being  approached  again  before  the  five-year 
period  mentioned  in  the  1949  campaign  had  elapsed.  These  are 
loyal  and  generous  alumni  and  we  know  that  most  of  them  can 
be  counted  on  hereafter  as  annual  donors.  As  we  have  mentioned 
in  our  previous  reports,  we  are  greatly  concerned  with  trying  to 
reach  the  many  thousands  of  our  people  who  have  never  at  any 
time  contributed  to  Queen’s.  In  1953  there  were  824  new  Alumni 
donors. 

Operations 

Further  facts  regarding  the  work  of  the  Endowment  Office  and 
plans  in  prospect  have  been  summarized  by  Mrs  Monica  McQueen, 
Endowment  Officer,  as  follows: 

Capital  Funds  Campaigns 

The  Endowment  Office  has  assisted  in  the  work  of  raising  funds 
for  the  Skelton-Clark  Memorial  Foundation,  a  campaign  organized 
by  the  Principal  with  the  assistance  of  Mr  Donald  Gordon.  The 
minimum  target  of  $300,000  has  now  been  reached.  Of  this  total 
approximately  $5,000  was  contributed  by  the  Alumni,  the  re¬ 
mainder  from  corporations  and  friends  of  the  University. 

The  Office  has  also  actively  assisted  Dr  Ford  Connell  in  his 
work  for  the  Medical  Centenary  Fund.  So  far  approximately 
$125,000  has  been  received  or  pledged  from  Medical  Alumni  and 
friends.  No  corporation  returns  have  as  yet  come  in.  This  Office 
will  be  assuming  major  responsibilities  in  this  connection  shortly. 
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Annual  Giving  to  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund 

This  is  continuing  with  special  efforts  being  made  to  increase 
the  number  of  donors  as  five-year  pledges  originating  in  1949  are 
completed.  These  special  efforts  included  changes  in  the  card 
index  system  in  the  office,  efforts  to  check  mailing  lists  and  keep 
them  up  to  date,  an  increase  in  the  direct  mail  appeals  sent  out 
from  the  Kingston  Office,  and  the  making  of  arrangements  for  a 
canvass  by  all  district  endowment  chairmen  at  regular 

It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  a  plan  will  be  introduced 
which  will  insure  greater  participation  in  the  spending  of  the  funds 
collected  through  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund  by  the  Alumni 
themselves.  The  suggestion  is  that  a  committee  be  appointed  by 
the  Principal  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  which  will  recommend 
various  objectives  for  that  part  of  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund 
not  required  to  meet  budgetary  deficiencies.  In  the  past,  definite 
objectives  which  the  Alumni  and  Alumnae  have  set  themselves 
have  appealed  to  donors  and  have  been  quickly  reached. 

Special  Funds 

There  is  a  large  number  of  special  funds  in  existence  at  Queen’s, 
some  of  them  initiated  many  years  ago,  some  of  them  healthy  and 
near  the  capitalization  mark,  and  some  of  them  nearly  dead. 

One  of  the  largest  of  these  special  funds  is  the  Veterans’  Memor¬ 
ial  Fund  to  which  approximately  150  Alumni  contribute  small 
amounts  each  year.  There  are  also  17  year  scholarships  or  loan 
funds  in  operation.  There  are  32  other  special  funds,  scholarships 
and  prizes  to  which  individual  Alumni  are  currently  donating. 

The  Endowment  Office  puts  a  lot  of  time  and  effort  on  checking 
these  funds;  special  reminders  are  sent  out  each  year,  and  year 
presidents  are  contacted  and  innumerable  letters  written.  Few 
donors  to  special  funds  also  give  to  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund, 
and  it  is  proving  difficult  to  increase  the  donors  to  the  Alumni 
Maintenance  Fund  in  the  light  of  this  multiple  fund  situation 
which  shows  no  sign  of  abating. 

It  is  now  traditional  at  Queen’s  for  graduating  years  to  make 
leaving  presents  to  the  University.  In  a  few  cases  substantial  sums 
are  donated  while  the  year  is  still  on  the  campus,  but  frequently 
the  students  depart,  leaving  behind  only  their  goodwill  and  good 
intentions,  and  the  burden  of  collecting  perhaps  $3  or  $5  per  year 
for  ten  years  or  more  to  the  Endowment  Office.

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Joint  Alumni-Endowment  Committee 

Experience  shows  that  only  a  limited  number  of  persons  respond 
to  written  appeals.  Personal  solicitation  is  the  only  way  to  get  good 
results.  With  the  Queen’s  Alumni  spread  across  Canada  and  in 
distant  countries,  this  necessitates  the  development  of  some  type 
of  outposts. 

Many  universities  in  the  United  States  use  the  class  group  as 
their  collection  unit.  Queen’s  has  always  relied  on  her  local  Alumni 
branches  or  special  committees  for  this  service. 

This  means  that  in  part  improved  donations  from  the  Alumni 
to  the  Alumni  Maintenance  Fund  or  other  Queen’s  funds  depend 
on  the  vigour  with  which  the  Alumni  Association  is  willing  to 
assist  us  in  promoting  fund-raising  in  its  various  branches.  A  joint 
Endowment-Alumni  Committee  has  been  studying  our  mutual 
interests  during  the  past  year,  in  the  hope  that  stronger  branches 
may  result  in  improved  collections,  and  that  more  interest  and 
goodwill  for  Queen’s  will  be  generated. 

Dinners  for  Graduating  Students 

It  is  essential  that  all  students  leaving  the  University  be  made 
aware  of  their  responsibilities  as  members  of  the  Queen’s  family. 
In  co-operation  with  the  General  Alumni  Association,  we  have  ar¬ 
ranged  dinners  for  all  graduating  students,  at  which  the  Principal 
spoke.  It  is  hoped  that  these  functions  will  help  to  get  our  newer 
graduates  in  the  habit  of  giving  annually  to  Queen’s. 

Mailing  Lists  and  Statistics 

Up-to-date  mailing  lists  have  ever  been  a  necessity  in  endowment 
work.  We  feel  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  important 
particular  by  Miss  Jean  McBratney  of  this  Office.  Mrs  Alice 
Parker,  our  Office  Manager,  in  addition  to  many  other  duties,  has 
the  onerous  task  of  working  out  our  statistics,  and  breaking  down 
the  Alumni  givings  in  the  52  Alumni  districts.  These  statistics  can 
tell  in  themselves  an  eloquent  story.  They  allow  us,  for  instance, 
to  single  out  C.  H.  Drew,  B.Com.  ’25,  of  Hamilton  and  Arnold 
Noftall,  B.A.  ’41,  of  Peterborough  for  special  praise  for  their 
painstaking  work  of  re-canvassing  their  districts.  These  districts 
tied  for  first  place  in  the  percentage  of  Alumni  contributing,  Peter¬ 
borough  going  from  eighteenth  place  in  1952  to  a  tie  for  first  place 
with  Hamilton  in  1953.  (Hamilton  ranked  seventh' in  1952.) 
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Graduates  in  the  United  States 

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  Friends  of  Queens  University 
Incorporated.  It  was  established  in  New  York  in  1949  in  order 
that  Queen’s  Alumni  living  in  the  United  States  might  make  dona¬ 
tions  to  the  University  which  would  be  deductible  as  charitable 
donations  under  United  States  income  tax  regulations. 

Since  that  time  the  office  of  Friends  of  Queens  has  become  the 
headquarters  for  Queen’s  University  in  the  States  for  all  matters 
relating  to  endowment  work.  They  get  free  office  space  as  well 
as  guidance  and  direction  from  the  chairman,  Dr  John  E.  Ham¬ 
mett,  Med.  T9.  Dr  Norman  Garand,  Med.  ’40,  is  their  very  effi¬ 
cient  treasurer.  Other  devoted  directors  are  Harold  Searle,  Sc. 
’22;  H.  P.  Salter,  Com.  ’23;  and  G.  F.  Geiger,  Sc.  ’23.

Friends  of  Queens  Incorporated  is  currently  handling  a  large 
part  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  Medical  Centenary  Fund 
campaign  in  the  United  States.  They  are  being  ably  assisted  by 
Medical  Alumni  who  are  strategically  situated  in  other  parts  of 
the  United  States  and  have  undertaken  to  canvass  the  Queen’s 
graduates  in  their  areas. 

Public  Relations 

The  office  personnel  were  engaged  in  varied  forms  of  public 
relations  work  during  1953.  High  school  students  from  Ottawa, 
Cornwall,  Belleville,  Orillia  and  Kingston  were  entertained  and 
taken  on  campus  tours.  Over  seventy  addresses  were  given  in 
many  centres,  especially  in  W estern  Ontario,  Northern  Ontario, 
and  the  Maritimes.  (The  audiences  addressed  were  made  up  largely 
of  Canadian  Clubs,  service  clubs,  Alumni  groups,  high  school  com¬ 
mencements  and  assemblies,  trade  conventions  and  church  organ- 
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izations. )  There  was  co-operation  given  in  connection  with  several 
conferences  held  at  the  University.  We  arranged,  once  more,  the 
annual  luncheon  for  the  Queen’s  teachers  in  Ontario  secondary 
schools  at  the  O  E  A  Convention  in  Toronto.  As  in  the  past,  we 
enjoyed  the  splendid  co-operation,  in  many  activities,  of  the  General 
Alumni  Association  and  the  Extension  Department. 

Publicity  emanating  from  our  Publicity  Office,  with  Mr  David  G. 
Dewar  in  charge,  during  1953  took  the  form  of  newspaper  releases, 
photographs  to  newspapers  and  magazines,  radio  broadcasts  and 
provision  of  material  on  Queen’s  to  writers,  newspapers,  radio  sta¬ 
tions  and  other  sources  requesting  such  material. 

Newspaper  releases  of  day-by-day  activities  on  the  campus  are 
probably  the  largest  single  item  of  the  output  of  this  office.  These 
releases  are  provided  The  Kingston  Whig-Standard,  both  Ottawa 
newspapers,  Toronto  Globe  and  Mail  and  the  other  Toronto  papers 
when  the  news  story  is  sufficiently  important,  Montreal  newspapers 
and  the  Canadian  Press.  Individual  releases  were  sent  out  to  27 
Canadian  dailies  during  the  year  concerning  student  activities,  such 
as  scholarship  awards,  election  of  students  to  important  campus 
posts,  etc. 

More  than  1,000  photographs  of  staff  and  student  activities, 
research  work,  campus  buildings  and  personalities  were  taken  by 
the  office  during  the  year.  All  processing  also  was  done  in  the 
office,  keeping  to  a  minimum  the  cost  of  prints  for  publicity 
purposes. 

Thirty-two  research  articles  on  research  in  medicine,  science  and 
the  arts  were  written  and  released  during  the  year,  most  of  them 
being  given  considerable  prominence  in  the  newspapers. 

Queen’s  Quarter  Hour  over  Radio  Station  CKWS  was  con¬ 
tinued  and  this  programme  is  now  ending  its  fourth  year  of  consecu¬ 
tive  operation.  The  programme  features  talks  by  members  of  the 
University  staff,  panels,  group  discussions  and  musical  numbers  by 
staff  and  students. 

The  office  also  handled  University  advertising  with  95  high 
schools  and  15  teacher  and  other  magazines.  Staff  biographies, 
and  publicity  work  for  welfare  organizations  in  the  city,  also  took 
some  time  and  effort. 


The  Office  of  Endowment  and  Public  Relations,  through  trial  and 
sometimes  error,  is  endeavouring  to  find  where  it  can  serve  Queen’s 
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in  the  most  effective  way.  Many  discussions  in  this  connection 
have  been  held  with  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  Registrar  and 
Treasurer.  Without  their  help  and  personal  interest  our  work 
would  have  more  formidable  difficulties.  We  appreciate  also  the 
many  constructive  suggestions  received  during  the  year  from 
members  of  our  Alumni.
